A skeptical student audience listened 


and questioned during a panel discussion 
at Conant's cafeteria yesterday while 
government and industrial panel mem- 
bers told what is being done to curb pol- 
lution. 


Catching the brunt of the skepticism 


during the Earth Day program was Com- 
monwealth Edison's Don Turskey. He 
earlier tried to convince the audience 
that the nuclear energy plant to be built 
at Zion, 111., will not cause radio or 
thermo pollution. 


Radio pollution is a term coined for the 


radioactive particles that will be put into 
Lake Michigan from the plant. 


"People living near the station will be 


exposed to less radiation in their life 
time than they are from one chest 
X-Ray," Turskey said. 


Also on 
the panel 
was Timothy 


McAloon who said the fear of radiation is 
not from radioactive particles dispursed 
directly into water. He said experts fear 
that one-celled organisms will consume 
the particles and in turn be consumed by 
larger living creatures all the way up the 
line, causing a concentration of radio- 
activity. 


THERMO-POLLUTION is feared be- 


cause of claims that constant heating of 
Lake Michigan will disturb the ecology 
due to the nuclear plant's discharge of 
warm water used, he added. 


McAloon represents the Metropolitan 


Sanitary District (MSD) which is con- 
testing Commonwealth Edison's plans for 
the Zion plant. 


Too many experts feel that thermo-pol- 


lution i.s a real threat, McAloon said. 


Turskey explained that cool water 


from the lake's bottom will be drawn 
from it's deepest part, 2,300 feet off 
shore. 


When the water is returned to the lake 


it will be discharged near the shore 
where temperatures are warmest. Most 
of the heat will evaporate or dissipate 
from the water before it again reaches 
the lake's cool area. 


At most, the water discharged will be 


20 degrees warmer than the water taken 
in, Turskey said. And, by the time any of 


the water reaches the area it was taken 
from originally, it would be, at most, 
only one degree warmer. 


From the audience, a student asked if 


fish can survive in water 20 degrees 
warmer than the norm. 


APPLAUSE CAME TO the young man 


asking the question. 


Turskey answered that fish can adjust 


to tempeature changes up to 20 degrees. 


McAloon was also on the defensive 


when Mrs. Geraldine Deguisne, Hoffman 
Estates health officer, said the MSD 
sometimes dumps raw sewage into Lake 
Michigan. 


It is only done in rare instances when 


peak flood conditions exist, McAloon 
said. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District was 


established to protect the lake from pol- 
lution, he added. This was originally 
done by channeling sewage into inland 
tributaries. 


Now, the MSD faces the challenge of 


curbing pollution on the inland water- 
ways. In past years the mission was met 
by producing 90 per cent pure effluent, 
cleaner than any other sanitary system 
in the world, McAloon said. 


However, the old standard is not good 


enough he added. 


Plan have been made to convert all 


sewage treatment plants to produce over 
96 per cent pure effluent by 1978. 


To accomplish the goal, "tertiary 


treatment" apparatus must be installed 
at all MSD plants, he said. Currently, the 
only tertiary treatment plant is in Hano- 
ver Park. 


Cost for the project is $1 billion. Anoth- 


er $1 billion is needed to develop under- 
ground storm water-sewage storage re- 
servoirs. 


The underground storage is needed be- 


cause most MSD sewers take in both raw 
sewage and storm water and mix them 
together, During heavy storm periods the 
treatment plants can not handle the over- 
load, so it must be stored until treatment 
facilities can catch up with the excess. 


Otherwise, the raw sewage will run 


into the inland tributaries, he said. 


McAloon appealed to the youths saying 


they should encourage their parents to 
approve bond issues affecting the MSD. 
A recent issue was defeated which asked 
only for funds to maintain the current 
system. 


"IS IT TRUE that for many industries 


it is less expensive to continually pay 
fines for polluting than to revamp their 
methods and eliminate the pollution 
source?," asked one student. 


"Is this a question of payoffs in polic- 


ies?" 


"Why aren't the fines raised to make it 


less expensive to change?," he asked. 


"These are hang ups from days when 


pollution was not considered a serious 
problem," McAloon said. "Some of the 
problem is with state laws." 


"Other polluters we have closed, rath- 


er than apply a fine," McAloon said. He 
said he has no knowledge of political 
payoffs to keep the fines at a minimum. 


Mrs. Deguisne spoke earlier. She said 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg have 
separate sewage and storm water sewers 
because of foresight not used in other 
suburban communities or in Chicago. 


She added that the villages have legis- 


latively protected themselves from indus- 
trial polluters. State guidelines have 
been used in preparation for the industry 
coming during the next few years. 


IN HOFFMAN ESTATES there is the 


three-lake area that are actually reten- 
tion ponds preventing flooding in down- 
stream areas. 


The lake in Highpoint subdivision, Mrs. 


Deguisne said, is clear enough that the 
state has stocked it with fish. 


Strong controls have been applied on 


builders to prevent flooding. Gas stations 
and restaurants in the area are required 
to contain the grease they produce, she 
added. 


In local streams there is no pollution 


allowed, nor are there any garbage 
dumps in the villages that might pollute 
local wells, she said. 


However, the time will come in Hoff- 


man Estates and Schaumburg 
when 


Lake Michigan water will be needed. 


She said people here must be con- 


cerned about all pollution, pointing out 
high phosphate content detergents and 
aluminum soda cans which do not de- 
compose. 


It cost New York City 26 cents to dis- 


pose of each aluminum can dumped into 
their waste disposal system, Mrs. De- 
guisne added. 


AN OPTIMISTIC PANEL member was 


Frank Alberts of Joliet's Planning Com- 
mission. 


He told of steps taken since 1956 to 


clean the Thames River in London. 


"At one time a man who fell into the 


river had to have his stomach pumped 
because there were so many poisons in 
the river," Alberts said. 


Today, enough progress has been made 


that fish can exist. 


When anti-pollution activity started in 


London only one species of tree could 
grow in the city because the air was so 
polluted. Today, he added, sensitive cy- 
press trees grow in that city. 


He told how Joliet has recently allo- 


cated $100,000 to clean up a stream at the 
city's east side. 


Each individual action counts in the 


fight against pollution. Alberts added. 


Turskey had started off the panel dis- 


cussion with statistics saying that 60 per 
cent of the pollution in the air is caused 
by transportation vehicles. 


INDUSTRY AND manufacturing pro- 


duces 18 per cent of the pollution, energy 
companies 12.5 per cent and space heat- 
ing and waste disposal 9.5 per cent. Tur- 
skey said. 


Commonwealth Edison has cut the pol- 


lution they cause by retiring coal burning 
units at a greater rate he aid. 


Low-sulfur coal, difficult to find, and 


low-sulfur oils are now being used, he 
added. 


Electro-static percipitrons are 
also 


being used and experimented with to 
catch pollutant particles. 


By 1973, Commonwealth, Edison will 


have 40 per cent of its operation on nu- 
clear power, he added. 


Earth Day programs ha\e been sched- 


uled all week at Conant to acquaint stu- 
dents with pollution problems. 


Funds to Certain Schools?

Springfield, 111. — If, state funds are 


made available to non public schools, as 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has urged, they 
are likely to go only to those schools 
which meet the same standards as public 
schools in the state. 


The minimum standards requirement 


was tagged on two state-aid bills in a 
series of amendments proposed to the 


House Education Committee yesterday 
by 
State 
Rep. 
Eugenia 
Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights. 


The amendments and bills were passed 


out of the education committee despite 
an attempt to delay action on them by 
State Rep. Gene L. Hoffman, R.-Elm- 
hurst. 


Hoffman urged the committee to delay 


the committee on the bills until after 


May 1, the date a report is expected 
from the Non-Public School Aid Commis- 
sion headed by State Rep. Eugene F. 
Schlickman, R.-Arlington Heights. Hoff- 
man's motion to defer action until Hay 1 
was tabled. 


BILLS WHICH had been introduced in

Idea9s Problem: They Wanted 'Action'

An idea struck Hoffman Estates Police 


Chief. John 0'Conncll last winter when 
he bacnnte aware of federal money avail- 
able for students studying law enforce- 
ment. 


He and Park Ridge Policr Chief Henry 


Ediger got together and proposed a 
work-study program adopted nt Harper 
Junior College, it allows police studies 
participants to work part time in area 
departments and also to make them- 


solves eligible for financing from Wash- 
ington. 


The students receive $2 per hour for 


working as cadets in the police depart- 
ment that hires them. In Hoffman Es- 
tates, because of liability problems, the 
tasks are limited to radio operations and 
clerical work for participants under 21 
years of age. O'Connell hopes to add 
ticket issuance duties for cadets. "They 
could write tickets against health ordi- 
nance violators. Everyone is concerned 
about pollution," he said. 


A student putting 20 hours a week and 


drawing a $2,400 loan from the govern- 
ment is in reality receiving $4 an hour 
plus experience for his services. 


First thought is that the loan must be 


repaid. But, the student who stays in po- 
lice work after graduation has 25 per 
cent of the loan written off each year he 
serves on a police force. 


After four years the loan is totally 


written off with the student never having 
to repay a cent. 


"That's a pretty good deal," O'Connell 


thought last February when the program 
was finalized and proposed. 


It was anticipated that the three posi- 


tions made available in Hoffman Estates 
would be easily filled. Arlington Heights, 
Elk Grove Village and Park Ridge police 
chiefs also made the program available 
in their departments. 


But, the response has been limited. 
O'Connell needed personnel in Hoffman 


Estates to perform the duties that the 
three cadets were to take on. He was 
finally forced to fill two of the positions 


with civilian employes at a higher wage. 


Where is the problem? 
The students could be earning up to $4 


per hour and the village would have the 
advantage of future law enforcers at a 
reasonably cheap wage. 


Answers came to O'Connell Tuesday 


w hen lie spoke to 40 law enforcement stu- 
dents at Harper. 


"Three-fourths of us are in some pro- 


gram or another already," one student 
said. "I work for Arlington Heights and I 
don't think I'm learning much," lie 


added of the minimal police tasks he per- 
forms. 


"We want street experience." 
O'Connell explained they are per- 


forming a service in the police depart- 
ments offices and that, more and more, 
police work is becoming a public service 
position. 


Liabilities that rest on police depart- 


ments for employing minors is the major 
reason for keeping the students away

"I am con- 
vinced that parents of school children as 
well as the public generally agree with 
me that we must strive for the best Con- 
stitutional method and financial ability to 
support high-quality, well-rounded educa- 
tion for all children in Illinois." 


After the expected passage by the 


House Education Committee, the bills 
will be sent to the House where they are 
considered likely to be passed. 


Similar bills for state aid to non-public 


schools survived the house last year but 
died in the Senate. 


A similar fate was considered likely 


during this session although the gover- 
nor's support may help the bills in the 
solidly Republican-controlled Senate.

Renewal of a special use permit for

A special use permit granted last year 


by Hoffman Estates officials has ex- 
pired. 


The village's new Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals (ZBA). established last summer, 
decided to look into why the special use 
was granted before taking action. 


"We asked Kaufman and Broad a lot 


of questions they could not answer be- 
cause of negotiations concerning 
the 


land," said ZBA chairman Robert Valen- 
tino. 


"K&B OWNS THE land. There is noth- 


ing concrete and no options on the land," 
he added. The ZBA adjourned the appeal 
until May 5 when more facts might be- 
come available. 


"We want to see what kind of motel 


will come in," Valentino said. "They 
used service stations, plural, and we're 
afraid they could theoretically put three 
service stations on the land." 


"We also want to read the files from 


the last hearing," he added. 


He explained that this program, in 


which a number of persons specializing 
in various fields will be invited to speak 
to teenagers, is being formulated with 
the assistance of Conant High School stu- 
dents. 


"THIS is AN experimental program, 


and we plan to make speakers available 
which will range from professionals to 
truck drivers in order to give the young 
people an opportunity to question repre- 
sentatives of a variety of occupational 
fields," Black told park board members 
Tuesday. 


He said a number of special events are 


being readied for inclusion in the pro- 
gram. 


Examples of special events to be of- 


fered this year will include a Hoola 
Hoop-Frisbie National Contest, a fishing 
derby, kite Hying contest and bicycle out- 
ing, he said.

report, Black said that requests for use 
of the Vogelei Park administration cen- 
ter have increased greatly in recent 
weeks.

'Find New Ways,' Speaker Urges 


Find ways to continually reuse waste 


products Dr. John Schaeffer of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Tuesday, told Conant 
High School students. 


He spoke offering background into en- 


vironmental problems they would con- 
centrate on during this week's Earth Day 
activities. 


At an assembly with the students, he 


explained the three fundamental points 
of an ecological "environmental vision." 


"The environment is a single unit," 


Schaeffer explained. 


"Air, water and land interact. Pollu- 


tion of any of these can't be dealt with 
separately. For Instance, we now have a 
solid waste problem on'land since water 
is no longer solely used for its disposal 


And when solid waste is burned the air 
becomes polluted," he said. 


Schaeffer called the earth a closed sys- 


tem. He said environmental factors in- 
teract with living things in a natural 
cycle which are closed systems. There- 
fore it is impossible to throw anything 
away without interfering with the natural 
environment. Most man-made systems 
are open systems which create waste 
products dumped, but not recycled, he 
added. 


Encourage the concept of continual 


recycle, Schaeffer said. Pollutants should 
be considered "potential resources out of 
place." They can have positive values if 
research is directed toward reuse of pol- 
lutants instead 
of considering them 


waste products, Schaeffer said.

in values. 


At the end of the question and answer 


period, Montagu drew loud applause. He 
remained to attend afternoon discussion 
groups.

Faith is a power that is "inherent with- 


in each of us — like feeling or thinking 
or loving our family and fellow man," 
said James E. Pike of Chicago, a mem- 
ber of the Christian Science Board of 
Lectureship. 


Pike spoke on the subject, "Life with- 


out Doubt," Tuesday night at the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist in Palatine. 


Men must first understand God if they

If this faith is in turn to have 
good results in their lives, men must 
know God as good in its "highest and 
purest form, spiritual good." 


One form of true faith is intelligence, 


Pike said. It leads men to abandon out- 
moded beliefs. But. he indicated, the cul- 
tivation of an intelligent faith often 
comes through trials that severely test 
one's vision of God's goodness 


THE LECTURER went on to tell of 


how he had been lifted out of a difficult 
situation. When a soldier, he had crashed 
while driving a jeep in enemy territory. 
Through unlikely events he was returned 
to a field hospital, where he was told he 
had internal injuries and broken ribs. 
Yet in two days. Pike said, he was en- 
abled, through prayer, to return to his 
unit in sound condition. 


For several days prior to the accident, 


he told the audience, he had prayed long 
and deeply to erase any doubt that he 


was separate from God's goodness and 
subject to destruction. He had studied 
the Bible and the Christian Science text- 
book. "Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures" by Mary Baker Eddy 


Doubt, or the opposite of faith, the lec- 


turer defined as a form of dualism, or a 
double standard. "If we accept that all 
we can e\ er see or know or touch or feel 
or smell is confined to the phjMcal 
frame, then we are euilty of doubt of 
God's goodness," the lecturer said.

Who Are Area Track Leaders? 
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Kids, Fires, Can't Stop 'Smokey' 


by DL'STON HARVEY 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPD- Although 


children start nearly a quarter of 
the 
fires 
on California state forest 


lands, it's not time for Smokey the Bear 
to hand up his flat brimmed hat and re- 
tire as a failure. 


A government expert says most young- 


sters want to be friends with the bear, a 
symbol of fire prevention, but that 
Smokey needs to get more specific about 
what he wants his young admirers to do. 


And parents need to give their children 


some "socially acceptable" experiences 
with fire, rather than trying to repress 
their interest, inadvertently increasing 
their fascination with the forbidden. 


William S. Folkman said the number of 


forest fires started by small boys playing 
with matches has increased steadily in 
recent years as suburbs spread into 
brush-covered woodlands 


During 1968, youngsters started 235 


per cent of the man-caused fires on Cali- 
fornia lands, nearly 1.000 blazes. Chil- 
dren were responsible for 10,5 per cent, 
or 200 fires, in 1954. More than 90 per

Folkman, a sociologist in charge of 


fire 
prevention research for the Agri- 


culture Department's Pacific Southwest 
Forest and Range Experiment Station, 
said recent studies show fire-starting 
children are surprisingly young. 


Three-fourths of the fires accidentally 


set by children in Angeles National For- 
est involved youngsters under 10 years of 
age. Children under five started 12 per 
cent, while five to seven year olds start- 
ed 34 per cent. Nearly all of the match- 
wielding children were boys. 


Folkman said the figures show school 


fire prevention programs, which usually 
start in the fifth grade, aren't reaching 
the right children 
As a result, ex- 


perimental programs have been set up 
for pre-schoolers, kindergarteners and 
first through third graders. 


"We were very encouraged by a fire 


prevention program for pre-schoolers 
used by Head Start in Riverside (Ca- 
lif )," Folkman said. "It was quite effec- 
tive in sensitizing the three and one-half 
to five year olds to fire dangers." 


He said the younger children —those 


three and four—are influenced most by 
the Smokey the Bear type of appeal, 
while five year olds can grasp some of 
the cause-effect relationships. 


"Smokey is a good symbol for children 


after about three years of age or so," the 
sociologist said. "He serves as a model 
for good behavior, and gets the child's 
heart in the right place. 


"But Smokey doesn't give them any 


specifics about how they are supposed to 
behave. They need to be told specifically 
what they can and cannot do with fire."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Nixon ad- 


ministration hopes to stimulate home 
building through a reverse "pump prim- 
ing" strategy calling for the government 
to begin to pay off the national debt by 
spending less each year than it takes in. 


The plan challenges many of the as- 


sumptions of political economics of the 
last 35 years and may face tough going 
in Congress where most lawmakers are 
reluctant to raise taxes without having 
programs to show for it. 


The theory works like this: 
—If the government were to begin to 


repay the $278.5 billion it owned to pri- 
vate individuals, the action would free 
money for private investment. 


—With more money available for in- 


vestment, additional funds could be ex- 
pected to go into housing. 


—The laws of supply and demand 


would force down interest rates. 


If the plan works, it would solve two of 


the most serious problems facing the 
depressed home building industry — high 
interest rates and a shortage of money at 
any price. 


But Paul McCracken, chairman of 


President Nixon's Council of Economic 
Advisers, said the plan requires a larger 
federal surplus than the $1.3 billion the 
administration estimates for the fiscal 
year that begins July 1. 


To generate a larger surplus in future 


fiscal years, the government must re- 
strict spending or raise taxes. Either ac- 
tion is expected to be politically unpopu- 
lar.

Ever since President Franklin D. 


Roosevelt used ''pump priming" govern- 
ment spending to help get the nation out 
of the depression of the 30s. the govern- 
ment budgets have been tailored more or 
less to current economic conditions. The 
theory was that the budget should be in 
surplus in times of inflation and in deficit 
in times of recession to help even up the 
economy. 


But the Nixon administration is the 


first in many years to suggest the budget 
be kept in surplus year after year as an 
economic strategy. 


Whether the budget can be kept in the 


black remains to be seen. The 1968-69 fis- 
cal year ended with a $3.2 billion surplus. 
The surplus for the current fiscal year is 
now estimated at $1.5 billion, down from 
an earlier estimate of $5.9 billion. And 
the projected surplus for the 1970-71 year 
is just $1.3 billion. 


Nixon decided to attempt to stimulate 


home building indirectly instead of 
pumping more federal money into direct 
housing subsidies. 


"Personal freedom will be increased 


when there is more economy in govern- 
ment and less government in the econo- 
my," he said in his annual economic 
message to Congress. "Economic domi- 
nation, like any other domination, is dan- 
gerous to a free society, no matter how 
benevolent its aim. Freedom depends on 
our recognizing the line between domina- 
tion and influence, between control and 
guidance." 


Waste Tamer' Helps 
Solve Suburban Problem

NEW YORK (UPI)—For the home- 


owner who thoroughly enjoys his subur- 
ban or country home — except for its 
septic system or cesspool — there's an 
interesting announcement from Environ- 
mental Services, Inc. of York, Pa. 


John W. Pike, ESI president, says his 


company is introducing the "Waste Ta- 
mer," a home sanitary disposal plant 
that replaces cesspool and septic tank 
systems and the problems so often asso- 
ciated with them, particularly in increas- 
ingly crowded suburban areas. 


With the new package waste treatment 


plant, Pike said, "there is no need for 
the chemicals required for a septic sys- 
tem, no clogged lines due to a built-up of 
solids, no offensive odors, and there is a 
pollution reduction of up to 95 per cent — 
compared with 30 to 40 per cent provided 
by septic tanks." 


Designed as an aerobic digestion sys- 


tem in which bacteria grow only where 
oxygen is present, the system provides 
both primary and secondary treatment 
of home sanitary waste. It produces a 
clear odorless effluent, Pike said, and 
does not require the extensive tile drains 
of a septic tank system. 


The ESI unit consists of two packages 


connected by pipes: an underground tank 
or corrosion resistant materials, contain- 
ing four chambers but no moving parts; 
and a mechanical assembly with controls 
for rapid installation in a protected and 
accessible location. 


Treatment begins immediately, Pike 


explained, when liquid waste from one or 
more dwellings is discharged into the un- 
derground tank. Two pneumatic pumps 


provide a continuous recirculation and 
pressuring of the waste while putting dis- 
solved oxygen into the system. Addition 
of oxygen to the waste solution causes a 
rapid reduction in the B.O.D. (biological 
oxygen demand) dissolves solids, total 
solids and nitrogen and eliminates odori- 
ferous gases. 


The compact control unit provides the 


air which operates the pneumatic pumps 
and supplies the dissolved oxygen. 


Under development since 1967, Pike 


said, the Waste Tamer has undergone ex- 
tensive testing and has been perfected to 
a large vacation community according to 
the requirements of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health. 


The Waste Tamer can be used either 


for original installations, or as a replace- 
ment system. It is possible the units can 
be installed in certain areas where ter- 
rain precludes the use of a septic sys- 
tem. 


The ssytcm. Pike said, is designed to 


handle sanitary waste from a home with 
as many as six bedrooms and occupied 
by up to eight persons. Its capabilities 
are predicated on a daily flow of 600 gal- 
lons of household waste. 


Pike said the household system would 


cost between $2,500 and $2,700 installed. 
Larger units are available to serve up to 
10 home units or the equivalent of servic- 
ing apartments, shopping centers, mo- 
tels, trailer courts and other devel- 
opments. 


He said the units already are available 


through franchised dealers along the es- 
tern seaboard from Florida to the New 
England states and are expected to be 
available nationally.

Poverty was never fun, but the 


modern form lacks the romance at- 
tached to poverty — once shared 
by most Americans during the 
day« of massive immigration to 
this land. 


When the chips are Jo\\n, it's no 


fun to do without, no Inn to see 
your children go hungry, live in a 
r a t-infested apartment 
or be 


threatened by the rigors of a high 
crime neighborhood. 


That never has been fun, in spite 


of the sentimental tales those of us 
who once were poor have heard or 
tell about the old days. 


Traditionally. 
American poor 


had a few things going for them. 
They were poor because they \\ ere 
getting a new start in a new land. 
They enjoyed strong family and 
cultural ties that bound them over 
the hardest spots. 


They were motivated and they 


were optimistic. 


Today, poverty is simply degrad- 


ing. No longer the burden of the 
majority, it carries a stigma and a 
danger. 


It is degrading in these days of 


advertised plenty, to be unable to 
provide adequate levels of nutri- 
tion and consumer products for 
yourself and those you love. It 
raises doubts in a man about him- 
selt, 


The environment of poverty ii a 


threat to your children. 


The City Beat 


Once, children of the poor fought 


their way out of poverty. Tech- 
nology and social attitudes havo 
changed that; modern poverty fa- 
thers the poverty of the next gener- 
ation. 


In a massive metropolitan com- 


plex like Chicagoland, even geog- 
raphy is against you when you're 
poor The jobs are waiting out m 
suburbia. That's where the action 
is. Parts of the city are dying, but 
in suburbia they're building new 
factories and new labor forces. 


These aren't highly skilled jobs, 


for the most part, where market 
demands or unionization have pro- 
vided a high income potential. The 
pay is likely to be modest. But the 
task of getting to these jobs is both 
expensive and difficult without a 
car. 


Housing for the poor, impossible 


in the city, is virtually non-existent 
in suburbia. If you're poor, forget 
about living in suburbia unless you 
have the kind of family relation- 
ships that help Mexican Americans 
survive an unfamiliar and some- 
times hostile environment in these 
towns of plenties! plenties. 


There are people who arc con- 


cerned about you if you're poor, 
willing to accept you as a fellow 
human and extend a helping hand. 
Most Northwest suburban commu- 
nities have groups of people trying 
to improve the housing situation 
which is a primary barrier to liv- 
ing closer to these jobs. 


The Elk Grove Village Task 


Force on Housing, appointed by 
Mayor Jack Pahl, recently urged 


an area-wide study of suburban 
housing, particularly for low and 
moderate income families and se- 
nior citizens. The Task Force was 
created after a fire took the lives of 
three poor children 
and 
con- 


s c i e n c e-stricken officials began 
moving poor families out of similar 
shacks. 


Recognizing that Elk Grove Vil- 


lage's housing problem is part of 
the Northwest suburban housing 
problem and that is part of a na- 
tionwide, critical shortage of hous- 
ing for lower, middle and even up- 
per ^middle income groups, the 
Task Force suggested an $80,000 to 
S100.000 study financed by area 
c o m m u n i t i e s to determine 
immediate and long range needs. 


The approach is wise, and the 


study is essential. Whether the 
area's municipalities can be con- 
vinced to come up with needed 
funds is another question. 


An ad-hoc Citizens Group has 


asked the Viatorian Brothers to de- 
vote GO acres of land in Arlington 
Heights to an attractive, mixed in- 
come development. The group said 
there are more than 15,000 poor 
white, black and Mexican Ameri- 
cans who work in area industry but 
cannot afford to live here, in- 
cluding 5,000 in Elk Grove Village. 
It commented- 


"We just have to face the fact 


that if suburbs are going to use in- 
dustry to support their tax base, 
these suburbs have a responsibility 
to the people who work there to 
provide decent, low income hous- 
ing."

listing voting places in Rolling Meadows 
for the April 11 school board election, the 
spunky little town got upset. 


IT SHOULD. Besides the fact that resi- 


dents had to go to two places to vote that 
Saturday ir they wanted to participate in 
all elections they were eligible for. 
pcoplo in the Northwest suburbs should 
reali/e Rolling Meadows residents arc 
fiercely proud of their Sleeping Beauty 
subdivision which has awakened as an 
18,000 population city. 


It's been 15 years since the fight over 


annexation to an already existing village 
or incorporation as a city was settled. 
But in the minds of many area people, 
particularly those who have been around 
for more than 15 yoarj, Rolling Meadows 
is still that new little community between 
Palatine and Arlington Heights 


The new little community stretches 


from Illinois Avenue to Golf Road, and 
Wilkc to Meacham Road. It is 15 years 
old this year, 
which 
will be com- 


memorated with a month-long celebra- 
tion in May. 


The city is the first in the area to have 


its own garbage disposal service. Its 
also one of the few which proudly de- 
feated an open housing ordinance, say 
ing it didn't need paper legislation to 
prove its homes and apartments are 


available to nil. 


RESIDENTS are proud of the $1 mil- 


lion spoils complex being built near the 
center of town by the park district. Then- 
police department has the newest equip- 
ment available for police work The city 
fathers are looking into street lights for 
the town and the twice-expanded city 


hull may have another addition soon. 


Pride is what made the early residents 


want to be a separate city and it is what 
prompted the city council to condemn the 
Harper College Board for not having pol- 
ling places in the city. 


People in Rolling Meadows are proud 


of their overgrown subdivision. They 


don't like to shop in other towns, send 
their kids to school outside the city, at- 
tend church away from their neighbor- 
hood. Nor do they like to go three miles 
outside their city to vote. 


The rest of the Northwest suburbs had 


better remember that, particularly the 
Harper College board.

"Well, I put some water on It," 


woman stated. 


"Well there's no use for us to hurry 


over," the chief remarked. "That's all 
we do."

normal.

Need U.S. Pollution Aid 


Shiny Red, Ours at Last

What's big, red and shiny — and final- 


ly paid for? 


Well, in Buffalo Grove, right now, the 


answer to that question happens to be a 
new 85-foot aerial ladder fire truck. And 
lately that truck has begun to take on the 
appearance of a pingpong ball, going 
back and forth between the village board 
and the volunteer fire department. 


FINALLY, the village board and the 


fire department have agreed on how the 
truck is to be paid for. But that agree- 
ment came only after several weeks of 
dickering. 


The little saga of the "big red fire 


truck" as Village Mgr. Richard Decker 
termed it one time, began in November, 
1968 when the village board decided to 
buy the fire truck. Village officials say 
they ordered it because the fire depart- 
ment said it needed it. And Wayne Win- 
ter, fire chief, said the department 
needed it because the village was going 
to start allowing developers to erect the 
kind of buildings that required such a 
truck for fire protection. 


Well, anyway, the village signed its 


name on the dotted line for one fire truck 
— red with ladders. 


There was one hitch that at the time 


seemed like no hitch at all. The village 
can spend no tax funds on a fire truck. 
The village does not tax for fire protec- 
tion; the Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 
District does. The district then contracts 
with the volunteer department for fire 
protection of Buffalo Grove. 


According 
to Winter, the 
village 


planned to get around this little obstacle 
by paying for the truck with funds it re- 
ceived when some multi-family devel- 
opments planned for sites in the village 
were built. 


WELL, THAT little hitch, which every- 


one thought was taken care of, wasn't. 
Seems that for one reason or another, 
the developments 
weren't built. And, 


meanwhile village officials were using 
all the other non-tax income they could 
get for other village expenses in an effort 
to keep from borrowing money to run the 
village. 


So, when the fire truck builders noti- 


fied the fire truck buyers that the truck 
was ready, the buyers had to notify the 
builders that the money wasn't, or some- 
thing like that. 


And then it started. The village want- 


ed the fire protection district to pay for 
the truck. But Winter said the district 
had been told by the village that the vil- 


lage could afford the truck. So the fire 
district spent its money elsewhere. 


The village's volunteer department felt 


it needed the truck, and so it knocked on 
the doors of some banks for a loan to buy 
it. No luck, though. 


So the village went knocking 
on 


doors for a loan. And it secured one — 
from the bank in Wheeling. Monthly pay- 
ments would be $1,212 for the next eight 
years. The plan was for the fire depart- 
ment to reimburse the village. 


BUT THE FIRE department said "no" 


to that for two reasons: 1.) It felt it 
couldn't start its payments for the truck 
until next year; and 2.) It wanted a pro- 
vision in the agreement that said the vil- 
lage would at least partially reimburse 
the department with funds it eventually 
would receive from one of the devel- 
opments. 


The fire department has agreed to it 


and the board has. Now all that remains 
to be done is to get the money to the 
truck's builder. 


But, the next time the village decides 


to buy a fire truck, I hope they bet on 
something other than fees from devel- 
opments to pay for the thing. Those fees 
just aren't the "sure thing" today that 
they used to be. 


(Copy of a letter to Samuel Lawton, 


chairman, Illinois Air Pollution Control 
Board): 


I feel that polluters are definitely not 


doing all which they should be doing and 
neither are those people who are suppose 
to be regulating and putting an end to 
the pollution crisis in Chicago. I have 
just recently written a letter to County 
Board President George Dunne and State 
Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman dealing with 
the poor achievement in anti-pollution 
legislation and what should be done. I 
therefore back the formal request being 
filed for the revocation of Chicago's ex- 
emption from the state air pollution con- 
trol law. 


As stated by Richard Kete in his memo 


to the members of the Clean Air coordi- 
nating Committee on Feb. 26, 1970, the 
revocation should definitely be consid- 
ered because: "A — The city did not 
warn residents when pollution passed the 
danger point last No"., B — The fines of 
$10 per day are so small as to be mean- 
ingless, and C — The city lacki control 
in areas where the state law has con- 
trol." 


THIS CONTROL MAY soon include the 


limitations placed on polyphosphates. 
Legislation to ban polyphosphates in de- 
tergents is now being introduced in the 
U.S. Senate and House. In the House by 
Pucinski of Illinois, H.E. 
16256, in- 


troduced March 3, 1970 and by Reuss of 
Wisconsin, E.R. 12435, introduced June 
25, 1969 and in the Senate by Nelson of 
Wisconsin, S. 3307, introduced Feb. 25, 
1970. 


The age of sudsing detergents is over. 


Phosphates are now added to detergents 


for cleaning power. The phosphates how- 
ever are nutrients. Nutrients which are 
then carried to lakes and streams where 
it is fed upon by algae, increasing the 
algae's number. When the vast amounts 
of algae decay, much oxygen is used and 
none is left for other sealife. Such deter- 
gent products as Axion, Biz, Tide and 
Bold have phosphate percentages of 43.7 
per cent, 40.4 percent, 30.6 per cent, and 
30.2 percent respectively. Canada and 
Sweden have already noticed this prob- 
lem which is the cause of 75 per cent of 
nearly all pollution of waterways. 


The fines imposed on polluters are al- 


most unbelievable. Ten dollars per day 
is nothing to a large corporation. 


The city's involvement in water pollu- 


tion has achieved little. Between Feb. 8 
and Feb. 14 the federal government filed 
suits charging 12 defendants in the Chi- 
cago area with the pollution of water- 
ways. I feel if Chicago will do nothing 
about the polluters and the federal gov- 
ernment must step in and do something, 
the federal or state government should 
not be hindered in doing so.

Two Cooks in the Kitchen

Cooking is a cooperative effort in the 


Kenneth D. Blanchette home at 73 Ber- 
nard, Buffalo Grove. 


Luckily Ken Blanchette likes to cook as 


much as his wife, Jeanne does. A youth 
officer with Buffalo Grove Police Depart- 
ment, he is home during the day and of- 
ten starts dinner before Jeanne comes 
home from work. 


Employed regularly as a substitute 


teacher for Dist 21, she arrives home in 
late afternoon about the time Ken goes 
off to his police duty. 


"Sometimes our dinner is delayed or 


interrupted, depending on Ken's sched- 
ule," Jeanne explained, "So we like to 
prepare meals that will keep well." 


They also prefer dinners that are dif- 


ferent as well as delicious and neither 
minds expending the time or effort to 
achieve this end.

Hello Hostess 


Make A May Day Basket 


b.v MARY KAY MARSH 


Little favor baskets arc a "must" on 


your parly table — for May Day, or any 
springtime event. 


Some of the fastest ones we've ever 


made require only paper napkins. And, 
truly, it's much harrier to explain how to 
make one. especially without illustra- 
tions, than to make one! But try this for 
yourself and you'll see what we mean. 


For each little flnwer-liku basket, you 


need one paper napkin. And to make the 
basket, all you do is this: 


1. Put the square-shaped napkin down 


flat on the table, 


2. Fold each of the four corners into 


the center, creasing firmly. You will now 
have a diamond-shaped napkin, with four 
points meeting in the center. 


3. Again, fold each of the four points of 


the diamond into the center, creasing 
firmly. You will now have a square 
shape, with the four points meeting in 
the center. 


4. Flip the napkin over, so that the 


folded sides are down on the table and 
the smooth side is up. 


.». For a third time, fold the four cor- 


ners into the center and crease. 


6. Holding the points together in the 


middle, and without turning the napkin 
over, gently pull each of the four corners 


on the bottom up and over to form a full 
petal. As you pull up each diamond- 
shaped flap to form a petal, tuck in the 
extra paper on top to firm up the corner. 
You will now have a basket with four 
corner petals. 


7. To complete your basket, pull up 


each of the four triangles of paper still 
on the bottom of the basket. Each will 
form a sort of half petal to make your 
basket firmer. 


YOUR FINISHED product will be a 


flower-like basket with four full petals 
and four half-petals. You may find it eas- 
ier to invert each basket over a cup to 
shape and turn the petals. And you may 
also have to experiment to find a paper 
napkin texture that you like. If the nap- 
kin is too soft, your basket will crumple. 
If it's too stiff, the petals won't curve 
nicely. 


But do try this easy and inexpensive 


idea. We've made these baskets by the 
dozen, for everything from a kinder- 
gartncr's Easter party to a women's 
luncheon. And they look so pretty on a 
table, if you make them in different col- 
ors and fill them with pretty little can- 
dies. 


TABLE TALK: These folded paper 


napkin baskets may inspire you to try a 


bit of origami, the famed folded paper 
art of the Orient. It's customary in Ja- 
pan, we're told, to give the birthday 
child paper folded into bird shapes, be- 
cause the bird is a symbol of good luck. 
Folded paper birds are decorative for 
stork showers, too. Making them is too 
hard to describe in a column, but you'll 
find origami books and easy directions in 
the children's section of your library.

AN EDIBLE SPRING BASKET that's 


popular with little ones is made from a 
flat-bottomed ice cream cone. Give each 
cone a "handle" by tying a strip of shoe- 
string licorice through holes made in the 
top of the cone. 


Fill with jelly beans or other small 


candies. Top, perhaps, with an artificial 
flower, or tuck in a small trinket for 
"buried treasure." 


stuffed chicken breasts made from a rec- 
ipe they devised themselves. 


"This evolved from a casual conversa- 


tion," Jeanne explained. "Ken remem- 
bered that his mother often stuffed chick- 
en breasts, and we decided to work out 
our own recipe." 


Because they like their food well-sea- 


soned, the dressing has lots of zest from 
poultry seasoning, sage, parsley, celery, 
onion, green pepper and seasoned salt. 


Jeanne sews up whole chicken breasts 


to make a pocket and packs the stuffing 
in tight. Basted frequently during the 
baking period, they are moist and tender 
with a crispy skin and appealing flavor. 


As accompaniments Jeanne suggests 


mashed potatoes, corn and a tossed 
green salad. 


SHE AND KEN PUT the main empha- 


sis on the meal itself and prefer a simple 
dessert such as sherbet or Jello. 


They both like to experiment in the 


kitchen and try new recipes. However, 
seldom do they use a recipe as is. They 
always improvise a bit, adding in- 
gredients that they feel will enhance a 
food's flavor. 


And Jeanne doesn't hamper Ken's 


creativeness. Unmindful of any kitchen 
mess, she encourages his culinary inter- 
ests. 


"He makes delicious stuffed cabbage 


and meat loaf and does a wonderful job 
with the Christmas turkey," she remark- 
ed happily. 


One of Jeanne's own specialties is Veal 


Parmesan. She had observed it being 
prepared in the home of an Italian 
friend, found a recipe in a cookbook, and 
then changed it to suit her taste. 


Using strips of veal steaks, she dips 


them first into an onion and garlic fla- 
vored egg mixture, then a Parmesan 
cheese mixture and browns the veal in 
oil. 


IT IS BAKED in a bottled Italian meat 


sauce topped with Mozarella and Parme- 
san cheese. The meat is very tender and 
has a cheesy-spicy flavor from the sav- 
ory sauce. 


As accompaniments this good cook 


suggests baked potatoes or fried rice and 


green salad tossed with a Russian dress- 
ing. 


Cooking is just one facet of homemak- 


ing in which this capable woman excels. 
She won a first place award for her 
patchwork quilt in the Buffalo Grove 
homemaking contest and is skilled at all 
types of sewing and embroidery. 


"I like to work with my hands and do 


creative things, and I also like to gar- 
den," Jeanne said. 


With Jeanne's and Ken's working 


hours so well synchronized, one or the 
other is always home with their two chil- 
dren, David, 3, and Debbie, Hi. 


Jeanne is secretary of the Buffalo 


Grove Police Department Auxiliary and 
a member of the Knights of Columbus 
Auxiliary, Regina Council. 


STUFFED CHICKEN BREASTS 


4 double chicken breasts, 


with skin on 


12 slices dried bread 
1 tablespoon sage 
1 tablespoon poultry seasoning 
1 tablespoon seasoned salt 


Vz tablespoons dried parsley 
1 tablespoon onion salt 
2 shakes pepper 


IVi cups fine-chopped celery

Wash chicken breasts and dry thor- 


oughly. Salt on the inside. Sew up skin to 
make a pocket. 


To make the stuffing, moisten the 


bread and tear apart. Season with sage, 
poultry seasoning, seasoned salt, parsley, 
onion salt and pepper. 


Saute the celery, green pepper, onion 


and mushrooms in the oil. A little mar- 
garine may be added, if desired. Let 
cool. Mix into seasoned bread and taste. 
Add more seasonings, if desired. Then 


add the egg and mix in thoroughly. If 
dressing tends to be dry. add another 
egg. 


Stuff 
chicken breasts 
full, making 


them tightly packed, and sew up opening 
or secure with skewers. Place in a shal- 
low Corning Ware or Pyrex baking dish. 
Shake paprika, salt and pepper over 
breasts and dot with pats of butter. 


Bake at 300 degrees for 1 to Hi hours, 


depending on size of breasts. Turn during 
middle of baking period. Re-baste and 
season with salt, pepper and papriks. 
Baste frequently and do not cover. 
Serves 4. 


VEAL PARMESAN 


2 pounds veal steaks 
2 eggs, beaten 
1 teaspoon seasoned salt 


1/8 teaspoon pepper 


1 teaspoon garlic salt 
1 teaspoon onion salt 


1/3 cup Parmesan cheese 
1-1/3 cups dried bread crumbs 


'/2 cup flour 
% cup cooking oil 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
1 15^2-ounce bottle Ragu Italian meat 


sauce 


Mozarella or Scamorza cheese, 
thinly sliced 


Vz cup Parmesan cheese 


Cut veal into strips 1 by 2 inches. 


Pound with knife to flatten. 


Blend the seasoned salt, pepper, garlic 


salt and onion salt into the beaten eggs. 
Mix together the Parmesan 
cheese, 


bread crumbs and flour. 


Roll veal strips into the egg and then 


into the crumb mixture. Brown in the 
oils. Replenish the oil as it is used up. 
Fry meat to a golden brown. Drain on 
paper towel. 


Place meat in heavy baking dish, pour- 


ing the meat sauce over all. Cover with 
thin slices of Scamorza or 
Mozarella 


cheese and sprinkle top with Parmesan 
cheese. 


Bake at 300 degrees for 15 minutes, un- 


til the cheese melts. Serves 6.

Vegetables Can Be Artistic 


Mostly 
for Men 


by CHARLES E. FLYXX 


Green cabbage, always plentiful on the 


market and usually reasonable in price 
(if anything is nowadays), is a versatile 
vegetable which can be prepared in end- 
less ways and served hot or cold. 


Cabbage is of the mustard family and 


derives its name from the Latm caput, 
meaning head. Its selection in the mar- 
ket should be based of firmness of the 
head and clearness of the 
leaves. 


Blotches or dark areas are likely to run 
through to the core. 


Here's a recipe for braised cabbage 


with bacon which our guests like very 
much. You'll need a large (6-quart) 
sauce pan for its preparation. 


PIT A tablespoon of shortening in the 


saucepan and heat until it bubbles a drop 
of water. Add 1 cup of finely chopped 
onions. I prefer green onions including 
some of the tops. 


Cook onions 10 minutes or until trans- 


parent, then stir in '= cup of diced ba- 
con and cook an additional 5 minutes. 
Add a 24 to 3-pound head of firm green 
cabbage which has been cored and 
shredded. Stir in 1 teaspoon celery seeds. 
Cover and cook for 5 minutes over me- 
dium heat. 


While the cabbage is cooking mix !4 


cup white vinegar, Ms cup water, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon sugar, and a few 
dashes of freshly ground black pepper. 
Pour over the cabbage, bring the liquid 
to a boil, then cover and simmer over 
very low heat for an additional 10 min- 
utes. You can cut this cooking time in 
half if you prefer cabbage more crisp. 
Serves 16. 


COLE SLAW is the most popular way 


to serve cabbage cold, although there are 
many fine recipes for hot slaw, too. This 
one combines the flavors of cabbage, 
celery, onions and carrots and an ex- 
cellent dressing. 


It's Pennsylvania Dutch in origin. 


Here's how to prepare for six people. 
Grate 1 medium head of cabbage (about 
112 pounds), chop 2 stalks of celery, 6 
little green onions and 4 carrots. 


Mix vegetables lightly, place in a large 


bowl, pour ice water over all and let 
stand in the refrigerator for an hour. For 
the dressing combine 2 tablespoons sug- 
ar, 14 cup half and half, 2 tablespoons 
cider vinegar, "6 teaspoon salt and pep- 
per to taste. 


When ready to serve, drain vegetables 


thoroughly, add dressing and toss until 
well mixed. Serve on crisp lettuce or 
cabbage leaves. 


Preparing fresh vegetables is an art. 


Asparagus, for instance — one of the 
first harbingers of spring — will soon be 
plentiful in markets and gardens. 


It takes a bit of care to cook asparagus 


to crisp tender goodness without over- 
cooking, then to drain it nicely. Best to 
use a large skillet, plenty of boiling salt- 
ed water and a band of heavy duty 
aluminum foil to help lift the asparagus 
out of the pan when it is cooked. 


Eggplant is another beautiful vege- 


table. The French call it Aubergine. A 
small, tender variety of eggplant is now 
available in our markets the year around 
in place of the large variety which was 
formerly available only in late summer. 


WHEN YOU BUY this small eggplant, 


not larger than 6 inches long and about 3 
inches in thickness, it's not necessary to 
peel it or go through complicated salting 
and draining before using it in favorite 
eggplant dishes. 


Here are directions and recipes for 


preparing these two great vegetables you 
will surely enjoy. 


ASPARAGUS WITH 


CREAMY LEMON SAUCE 


(6 servings) 


Trim off tough ends of 2 pounds of as- 


paragus and scrape off hulls that 
frequently hold sand. Use a potato peeler 
and peel off skin from lower stem ends 
— this makes the asparagus more tender 
and very handsome. Rinse and soak in 
cold water until sand-free. Gather stalks 
together and place on a long, 3-inch-wide 
strip of heavy duty foil. Use ends of foil 
to lower asparagus Into boiling salted 
water and cook until tender, 10 to 12 min- 
utes. A covered, deep skillet makes a 
fine asparagus cooker. Use ends of foil to 
lift asparagus from water. Drain on pa- 
per towels. Arrange on warm serving 
plates or platter. 


CREAMY LEMON SAUCE 


2 tablespoons butter or 


margarine 


2 tablespoons flour 
¥4 cup fresh or frozen 


lemon juice 


1 cup boiling water 


(from asparagus) 


% teaspoon salt 


Dash of Tabasco 


>/4 cup dairy sour cream 
1 tablespoon butter, melted 


Melt butter or margaine in saucepan. 


Stir in flour and cook 2 minutes. Add 
lemon juice and water. Stir and cook un- 
til smooth and thickened. Simmer 5 min- 
utes; add salt and Tabasco. Just before

32, president of ACT and one of the four

Make Headboard 
From Fencing 


Headboards can mean headaches when 


trying to find something for a king-size 
bed Decorators suggest that a wall 
treatment frequently is more successful 
than a piece of furniture.

Anonymous Dozen 
Assist 111 Woman 


About a dozen women are sacrificing 


their time to make life 3 little bit easier 
for Mrs. Bonnie Dickey of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Mrs. Dickey has lateral sclerosis — 


degeneration of the muscles — and finds 
it extremely difficult to move about. She 
is confined to a wheelchair. 


The women, usually in groups of two, 


visit Mrs. Dickey daily during the week 
to do her housework, care for her, and 
handle other chores she is unable to do. 


"It's something we just love to do," 


said one of the women who preferred to 


remain anonymous, "but we'd really like 
to keep it between God and us." 


MANY OF THE WOMEN are from the 


Church of the Good Shepherd, 301 Ridge 
Ave. 


Mrs, Frank Hines, a member of the 


Mount Prospect Bible Church, said Mrs. 
Dickey has been ill for almost three 
years. She has known her for about 11 
years. 


"She's very sweet and good natured," 


Mrs, Hines said. 


"There's about 12 women who come 


regularly to help out," she said. "They 


do housework, make the beds, and give 
her physical therapy. Everyday some- 
body does a different job." 


Edward Dickey, a carpenter, and his 


wife have two children, whom the women 
care for while he is at work. 


They are Robert, 7, and Karen, 4. Rob- 


ert is a student at Rupley School and 
Karen attends the pre-school at Elk 
Grove Wesleyan Church, 545 Landmeier 
Rd. 


SEVERAL AGENCIES recently 
be- 


came aware of Mrs. Dickey's situation 
and took it upon themselves to help in 
anyway they could. 


Allen Hulett, fire chief, said he became 


aware of her condition from a county 
nurse. 


The fire department then arranged for 


the Illinois Bell Telephone Co. to install a 
direct alarm system to the fire station at 
666 Landmeier Rd. 


Hulett said: "The purpose of the per- 


sonal alarm system is to give Bonnie and 
her family peace of mind and assurance 
that if she needs help of any kind, when 
she is alone, it will be on the way." 


The local branch of the Salvation 


Army, headed by George Coney, is pay- 
ing for the alarm system.

Symbolize Death For E-Day 


At 10:4? a.m. the gym doors swung 


open and fix young pallbearers carried a 
casket slowly in. followed by a proces- 
sion of sobbing mourners. 


The band played the death march, led 


by a fellow wearing a gas mask. The 
musicians all wore armbands saying 
"ecology." 


More than a thousand students attend- 


ed the funeral. 


It was the end. The death of a muffler, 


symbol of the auto which dirties our air. 


But, of course, pollution is by no 


means dead. The wake was only a grim 
reminder of what students already knew. 


This is the way students at Dempster 


Junior High School in Mount Prospect 
culminated Earth Day activities yester- 
day. 


Mrs. Judy Whipple. a teacher at 


Dempster and co-chairman of school 
Earth Day activities, said the mock fu- 
neral of a muffler there yesterday was 


the end of a morning of anti-pollution ac- 
tivities. 


IN FACT, THE whole morning was in 


observance of Earth Day and students 
left school for the day at noon. 


"We had speakers and movies, skits 


and songs all morning and every student 
in the school participated in several of 
these activities. There were 29 in all," 
said Mrs. Whipple. 


"After the casket was carried in, there 


were two eulogy speeches made by stu- 
dents, and then our principal, Tom Pow- 
ers, gave a speech on pollution. 


"An ecology flag was draped over the 


casket and after the funeral it was flown 
outside next to the United States flag. 
The ecology flag was made by eighth 
grade students. It was green with white 
stripes and had the ecology symbol on 
the upper left corner," she said. 


As students came through the main 


door at Dempster yesterday, they viewed 


the open casket, which was loaned to the 
school by the Lauterburg and Oehler Fu- 
neral Home in Arlington Heights. It was 
in the main doorway of the school and 
two student guards watched over it as 
each of the pupils passed the muffle and 
were reminded that today was Earth 
Day. 


THE MUFFLER itself was brought by 


one of the students. 


"We had thought of buying a car, but it 


was impractical so the students decided 
to buy a symbol of the cars," Mrs. 
Whipple explained. 


Yesterday each of the 1,075 students at 


Dempster selected four Earth Day activ- 
ities they wanted to participate in, in- 
stead 
of going to regular classes. 


"Teachers supervised the funeral, .but 
the kids worked on it and put it together 
themselves," she said. 


The funeral lasted about 45 minutes. 


Study Shows Raw 
Sewage In Creek 


Salt Creek has raw sewage in it. some 


of which is coming from Elk Grove Vil- 
lage's drainage ditch. This was the unof- 
ficial conclusion of a one-year study of 
the ditch and creek conducted by John 
Schultz, Cook County sanitation engineer. 


The Elk Grove Village Health Board 


requested the water samples be taken to 
determine whether Elk Grove was con- 
tributing to the pollution of Salt Creek. 


"We don't want to be blamed for any- 


thing coming out of here," Mrs. Barbara 
Watson, health inspector, said. 


She presented the results of the last 


water samples to the board at its meet- 
ing yesterday. 


Pupil Writes 
Senator Percy 


I'm not satisfied with your ideas to 


stop pollution. You always talk about 
yoi- ideas but never do anything about 
it. If you don't do anything about pollu- 
tion people will lose their faith in you." 


That's the opening statement of a let- 


ter to Sen. Charles Percy. R-IIL from 
Pam Kohmstedt, a fifth grade student at 
Clearmont School in Elk Grove Village. 


It was one of the more unusual letters 


students wrote to legislators yesterday 
as part of the observance of Earth Day. 
according to Judy Munro. a student- 
teacher from Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity. 


Fifth grade students at the school 


staged a teach-in, write-in, and march 
around the school, culminated by an anti- 
pollution rally, she said. 


Debbie Golatz, Kim Schrams. and Ca- 


thy Coffman won a poster contest and 
Rod Pemberton won first place for his 
poem on pollution, Miss Munro an- 
nounced. 


THE BOARD DECIDED to send the 


study to the village board and request 
immediate action to determine the 
source of the contamination and elimi- 
nate it. 


The water samples are tested for coli- 


form which is an indication of raw sew- 
age, Mrs. Watson explained. "We have 
been studying the rise and fall of this for 
one year .taking three samples at differ- 
ent locations at least 10 times," she said. 


Most of the counts reported1 showed 


that there was definite evidence of raw 
sewage at the southern end of the vil- 
lage, more so than that coming in north 
of the village. 


Mrs. Watson explained that when they 


discovered this from tests of the creek at 
bridges on Arlington Heights Road, Ken- 
nedy and Devon avenues, they began 
testing the drainage ditch in the village. 


"The count goes up at a certain point 


in the ditch, drops off to the creek, and 
then jumps up again when it reaches the 
creek," she said. 


SHE SAID THAT since the count is 


relatively low starting at Tonne Avenue. 
the raw sewage was probably not due to 
the industrial park. 


"I'm not about to draw any con- 


clusions, however, that's up to someone 
else to do." she said. 


Mrs. Watson said to her knowledge no 


other villages have done this kind of test- 
ing of Salt Creek in their areas.

Drop Annexation Move 


Forest View Homeowners Association 


is dropping annexation proceedings with 
Elk Grove Village. 


After several years discussion on the 


subject between the village and home- 
owners in the unincorporated subdivision 
surrounded by the village, plans are 
being terminated, Wesley Kentzel, asso- 
ciation president, said yesterday. 


He said a letter was being sent to 


Charles 
Willis, village 
manager, in- 


dicating the association is now proceed- 
ing with any more work in that area. 


The association began annexation pro- 


ceedings more than a year ago, but the 
question was dropped when homeowners 
remained divided on the issue. 


DISCUSSION WAS begun again this 


winter when the homeowners found their 
fire protection contract from the village 


was to be raised $8.000 over last year's 
contract of $3.000. 


Annexation was suggested as an alter- 


nate method for receiving fire protection. 


The 127 homeowners gave the go-ahead 


on proceedings again this year if the 
same terms were offered as in last 
year's contract. 


The terms were refused, according to 


Kentzel. 


He said, "We are dropping annexation 


plans since they have rejected our 
request to provide us with the same 
agreement as last year. 


"Because of their change in attitude 


over this we cannot muster up enough 
signatures. We don't feel it's worth the 
trouble of starting from scratch again," 
he said. 


KENTZEL SAID that in the letter the 


village was asked to reconsider. He said. 
"If ihey don't, to hell with it." 


He added. "I don't know what else to 


do about it, it's their decision." 


Negotiations with the village will be re- 


quested, however, about the installment 
of water mams by the homeowners. ''It 
is a necessity for us for fire protection." 
Kentzel said. 


He explained. "I feel if we could get 


this out of the way on our own we will 
have one less stop to hurdle " 


Meanwhile, the subdiusion remains 


without a contract for fire protection 
from the village. However, it still has 
fire protection.

Funds to Certain Schools? 


by ED MURNANE 


Springfield, 111. — If, state funds are 


made available to non public schools, as 
Gov. Richard B, Ogilvie has urged, they 
are likely to go only to those schools 
which meet the same standards as public 
schools in the state. 


The minimum standards requirement 


was tagged on two state-aid bills in a 
series of amendments proposed to the 
House Education Committee yesterday 
b y State 
Rep. 
Eugenia 
Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights. 


The amendments and bills were passed 


out of the education committee despite 
an attempt to delay action on them by 
State Rep. Gene L. Hoffman, R.-Elm- 
hurst. 


Hoffman urged the committee to delay 


the committee on the bills until after 
May 1, the date a report is expected 
from the Non-Public School Aid Commis- 
sion headed by State Rep. Eugene F. 
Schlickman, R.-Arlington Heights. Hoff- 
man's motion to defer action until May 1 
was tabled. 


BILLS WHICH had been introduced in 


both the House and Senate allowing $29 
million in state aid during the 1971 fiscal 
year did not require non-public schools to 
meet any standards. 


Although Mrs. Chapman's amendments 


would require many non-public schools to 
improve their programs in order to meet 
s t a t e 
standards, 
a 
"grandfather's 


clause" would allow teachers and princi- 
pals who do not qualify for their jobs 
under state .standards to remain in their 
positions under temporary approval by 
the state superintendent. 


Mrs. Chapman's opposition to state aid 


to non-public schools was based on the 
lack of minimum standards for those 
schools. "I will support legislation pro- 
viding for financial aid to non-public 
schools if it requires that the schools be 
certified by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction under the same standards for 
recognition applied to public schools in 
order for them to receive state aid," she 
told the education committee. 


"THE MATTER of protecting quality 


is one where I believe there can be no 
compromise," she added. "I am con- 
vinced that parents of school children as 
well as the public generally agree with 
me that we must strive for the best Con- 
stitutional method and financial ability to 
support high-quality, well-rounded educa- 
tion for all children in Illinois." 


After the expected passage by the 


House Education Committee, the bills 
will be sent to the House where they are 
considered likely to be passed.

Funds Dealt Blow 


Springfield 
—, River Trails School 


Dist. 26 Wednesday suffered a serious — 
but not fatal — blow to its hopes of ob- 
taining Illinois School Building Commis- 
sion funds for a new school to alleviate 
crowding conditions caused by the clos- 
ing of school facilities at 
Maryville 


Academy, in Des Plaines. 


A bill which would allow the district to 


get top priority funds from the ISBC 
rather than waiting in line was unable to 
get out of the House Education com- 
mittee. A motion by State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, that the 
bill be passed by the committee was de- 
feated 18 to 6 


The bill, sponsored by State Reps. Eu- 


gene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, 
David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, and 
Mrs. Chapman would amend the state 
school code to allow school districts 
which have orphans or other wards of 
the state enrolled to get priority in ob- 
taining ISBC funds to provide facilities 
for those students. 


WHEN MARYVILLE Academy closed 


its school in 1968. more than 300 students 
became the responsibility of Dist. 26. 
Currently about half of them attend 
classes in a Maryville facility that does 
not meet the standards of the Illinois 
Life Safety Code. 


If it is eventually passed, the bill would 


appropriate $685.000 to the ISBC to Dist. 
26 to build a new school. The failure of 
the bill to get out of committee yesterday 
does not mean it is doomed. althougBh 
the 18 to 6 vote against passage indicates 
its chances are slim. 


Following 
the 
committee meeting. 


Schlickman and Dist. 26 superintendent 
Winston Howard agreed to try again next 
week with a revised version of the bill, 
and Howard will testify before the com- 
mittee Tuesday morning. 


Howard had dm en to 
Springfield 


Wednesday to testify in favor of the bill, 
however, the committee's calendar was 
changed, and the bill was presented 
Wednesday morning, before Howard ar- 
rived. 


THE REVISED version will provide 


for a referendum in Dist. 26. although 
Howard said there would be no addition- 
al tax burden on the district since the 
state already pays tuition for the Mary- 


ville students, and those funds would be 
used to repa\ the ISBC loan. 


The lack of a referendum provision in 


the bill was one of the main reasons 
cited by education committee members 
who voted against passing the bill out of 
committee. 


Howard said he was disappointed he 


was unable to testify, but he looked at 
the bright side of the situation and said 
he was happy to learn the reasons for 
opposition to the bill. 


He said there were three points he 


wanted to get across to the committee, 
first, that the students from Maryville 
are wards of the state; second, that the 
present Maryville facility does not meet 
the standards of the Life Safety Code, 
and third, that Dist. 26 does not have the 
bonding power to build a school by itself. 


IF THE BILL DIES in committee. 


Howard and Schlickman said t h e > 
would try again next January when the 
next session of the legislature converts 


Dist. 26 probably would have to wait 


for ISBC funds if it must take its normal 
place on the ISBC waiting list.

Passover: A Down 
To Earth Holiday 


The centuries-old 
Jewish Passover. 


holiday, which celebrates the story of the 
exodus of Jews from slavery in Egypt, 
holds great significance today, according 
to Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, of Congrega- 
tion Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove. Jewish 
people throughout the world are observ- 
ing Passover this week. 


"Some people look on Passover as a 


holiday of freedom, but I don't view it 
this way," he said. 


"I SEE PASSOVER as a down-to-earth 


holiday, a holiday whereby in reminding 
ourselves of an historical event, we rec- 
ognize that we must leave slavery and 
struggle always to gain freedom, which 
we never attain." 


The Passover meal, or Seder, on the 


first two nights of the holiday is a time 
when the family or congregation can 
gather together "as one big festive fami- 
ly," Rosen explained. 


The father or grandfather of the family 


recites portions of the Torah, or of the 
first five books of the Old Testament, 
and the Haggada, a collection of Jewish 
stories and legends, that pertain to the 
exodus from Egypt. 


Before the Passover meal the congre- 


gation eats matzos, or unleavened bread, 
and bitter herbs, usually horse radish, to 
symbolize the bitterness of the Jews suf- 
fering in Egypt, Rosen explained. 


FOUR GLASSES of wine are also con- 


sumed during the Seder. ''Each glass 
symbolizes of the four expressions made 
by God. nhcn he promised to liberate the 
Jewish tribes, from bondage." he contin- 
ued. 


A fifth cup. the Cup of Elijah, is placed 


on the table; it symbolizes the return of 
the Jews to the promised land, Israel. 


"In some congregations, this fifth glass 


is not consumed, but in most it is. since 
the nation of Israel has been estab- 
lished." the rabbi explained. 


Ro<-en said that most Orthodox and 


Conservative 
congregations 
observed 


Passover for eight days. Reformed con- 
gregations celebrate the holiday for sev- 
en days, he added.

the docks at 5 30 a.m. that day and got a 
boat with two other couples. 


"WE WERE SITTING out on the 


chairs for about an hour and a half and a

The 500 students at Whitman School 


know what pollution is about.

Some of the children walked; others, 


were on "non-polluting vehicles" such as 
bicycles, roller skates and scooters One 
pupil even had a toy electric car he rode 
in. 


For much of Earth Day, Whitman stu- 


dents stopped cars trying to drive past 
their school with signs reading, "Stop 
Pollution! no cars! 


Leading the parade was Whitman prin- 


cipal Miss Phoebe Wienke who hiked on 
stilts and wore a placard reading, "Fight 
Pollution — Don't Let Me Down." 


ONE LITTLE girl standing south of the 


school on Highland Avenue said she had 
stopped several cars and made then turn 
around. "But one lady got mad and went 
on through," she said sadly. 


At the school before the parade the stu- 


dents had lined up on their decorated 
bikes. One boy wore a gas mask to illus- 
trate the problem of air pollution.

tors' (registered voters) meeting, the 
township's budget as well as the tax levy 
was approved. The budget for this year 
calls for expenditures of almost $160,000. 


The tax levy approved by electors will 


raise an amount equal to the township's 
budget. The levy will result in an esti- 
mated township tax rate of about 3.7 
cents per $100 assessed valuation.

The property was annexed to the vil-

the development of Meadow 


Lane. Hendersen said a 28-foot-wide 
street on a 60-foot right-of-way was 
planned. 


Robert Darlington, a Meadow Lane 


resident, told the board, however, that 
the existing Meadow Lane is on property 
owned by homeowners on its north side 
and that it is not a dedicated street. Dar- 
lington said that about nine families live 
north of the street in unincorporated 
area. 


Additional access to the property 


might be provided when the extension of 
the Lake-Cook Road is completed, the de- 
velopers indicated. 


The originally zoned parcel of Carriage 


Woods North is 759 acres. That devel- 
opment is expected to include 1,211 
apartment units with one and two bed- 
rooms. 


Zoning for a planned development was 


granted on that piece of property in De- 
cember, 1968. No plats for the actual de- 
velopment of the property have been sub- 
mitted to the village's plan commission 
as yet, however.

Yesterday was "Earth Day," and in 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, students 
did everything from simply holding dis- 
cussions on the matter of pollution to or- 
ganizing a clean-up of Buffalo Creek. 


In Buffalo Grove, students had drawn 


posters with Earth Day themes, and 
hung them in their schools. 


Thomas Reeb, 10, a fourth-grade stu- 


dent at Kilmer School in Buffalo Grove 
was one of those who drew such a poster. 
He said, "Earth Day, April 22 Stop wa- 
ter, air pollution. Help save America." 


"I was working on my poster, and I 


got really interested in pollution," said 
Tom. "If pollution doesn't stop, some of 
America might die." 


ANOTHER POSTER created at Kil- 


mer, Thomas Harlin, also a fourth gra- 
der, said he supported Earth Day, be- 
cause, "I wanted to help save wildlife." 
His poster showed a man wearing a gas 
mask and reserve air tanks. Air pollu- 
tion, he said, concerned him more than 
other types. 


And while the fourth graders talked of 


Earth Day and pollution, other Kilmer 
students were outside cleaning up the 
school grounds. Still others devoted a 
portion of their day to writing com- 
positions or participating in discussions 
on pollution. 


The story was much the same at Buf- 


falo Grove's Alcott School where stu- 
dents spent the day cleaning up not only 
the school's grounds but also parts of the 
neighborhood and nearby White Pines 
Creek. The clean-up drive was so suc- 
cessful that Richard Boos, school princi- 
pal said, "The trash they collected is al- 
most more than we know what to do 
with." 


AND AT Longfellow School in Buffalo 


Grove, students took time out from 
cleaning up their school area to watch a 
special television show concerning pollu- 
tion 


Meanwhile, in Wheeling, a rusting wa- 


ter tank and an abandoned bicycle were 
just two of the pieces of junk youngsters 
dragged from Buffalo Creek yesterday 
afternoon. 


The "clean up the creek" campaign 


conducted by students at London Junior 
High and Field schools in Wheeling was 
part of nationwide "Earth Day" pro- 
grams to stress the need for pollution 
control. 


Striding through the thickets surround- 


ing the narrow creek, m the spring after- 
noon, the students came back loaded 
down with cans, cardboard, paper scraps 
and other assorted paraphernalia. Within 
a short time, they had filled a good-sized 
pickup truck to overflowing

"Yeah, but it's kind of fun too," smiled 


one small boy as he staggered under the 
weight of a huge cardboard box. 


Teachers and principals lent a hand

AT HOLMES Junior High, seventh gra- 


ders asked Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen a few questions about the de- 
partment's role in curbing pollution. 


"Why do you have to blow your sirens 


so loud? Does the fire department have 
anything to control pollution on its 
trucks'" The queries came fast and fu- 
riously. 


Later on, all junior high students 


eatched films on pollution and population 
control and broke into small groups to 
discuss the problem with their teachers. 


Even bigger programs may be in store 


at the school next year. Holmes principal 
Mrs. Catherine Samsel is working to de- 
velop a unified ecology unit that will en- 
compass all subject areas — mathemat- 
ics, English, science and social studies. 


Holmes students were concerned about 


pollution even before "Earth Day." Sev- 
enth graders have been busy all semes- 
ter raising money for a smoke screen for 
the school chimney. The screen would 
act as a filter to keep smoke from con- 
taminating the air around the school. 


BAKE SALES, and a student-faculty 


basketball game have raised $300 for the 
project so far, and the students hope to 
reach their goal of $500 before the end of 
the school year. 


Perhaps one poster, this one at Alcott 


School, summed up the thinking of most 
of the students hat participated in yes- 
terday's events. It said, "Coming. Unlim- 
ited engagement. The world famous 
'Master of Pollution.' Everything goes — 
even man. Stop him now." 


ONE BOY WORE a gas mask to dra-

Village Borrows 
Money For Bills 


Buffalo Grove is going to have to bor- 


row money to pay its bills. 


Monday the village board agreed to 


sell $60,000 in Tax Anticipation Warrants 
(TAWS). Funds gained from sale of the 
warrants will be used to finance village 
operations until tax revenues are collect- 
ed later thi syear. 


Trustee Robert Gleeson, chairman of 


the village's finance committee, said 
Monday that Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank has agreed to buy the TAWs. Inter-

A tax anticipation warrant essentially 


15 a loan taken out by a municipality. 
The municipality then uses its next tax 
collection to pay off the "loan " 


GLEESON ATTRIBUTED the village's 


need to sell TAWs to soaring expenses 
coupled with a slumping village building 
permit income. Said Gleeson, "We had 
expected permits to bring an income of 
$88,000 But we got only $63,000." 


Gleeson said the downswing in home 


building in the village with the accom- 
panying decrease in building permit in- 
come began last September. 


Meanwhile, Gleeson said, village ex- 


penses were running about $30,000 a 
month, or about $8,000 more than had 
been estimated, 
lage needs about $50,000 to handle the 


As a result, Gleeson estimated the vil- 


remamder of its expenses this year. He 
said the $60,000 in TAWs "will give us a 
cushion of about five to $10,000." 


Part of the unexpected rise in expenses 


was taken care of by the village's receiv- 
ing a share of the state income tax as 
well as increases in revenues from sales 
and vehicle taxes. But apparently, that 
was not enough. 


Gleeson said he hoped the village 


would have the entire TAW debt paid off 
by September, the time of the second tax 


collection 
He said 
village 
officials 


planned to "watch the situation to see 
whether any tax increases will be 
needed." 


GLEESON CONTINUED. "Today I 


would say we will probably need an in- 
crease in the vehicle tax from $5 to $10 ' 


By law, governmental agencies can se- 


cure TAWs in amounts up to 75 per cent 
of their anticipated tax income In secur- 
ing the $60,000 from 
TAWs, 
Buffalo 


Grove is borrowing about 55 per cent of 
that portion ($104,667) of its tax income 
that is applicable to the TAWs The total 
of all the taxes to be collected by the 
village this year is $145,358. 


At Monday's board meeting. Village 


Pres Don Thompson said village offi- 
cials had contacted Wheeling Township 
officials earlier concerning an advance 
on this year's tax collection However, 
because the township can no longer re- 
ceive a 2 per cent commission on the 
property taxes it collects for the count}.

The sky cried raindrop tears yesterday 


morning. 


While claps of thunder and flashes of 


lightning ironically marked the nation's 
first Earth Day, the students of St. Via- 
tor High School in Arlington Heights lis- 
tened, discussed and debated the prob- 
lems of pollution and1 population. 


Instructor Kenneth Peck told a rather 


inattentive audience of young men that 
the populatiin is doubling every 35 years. 
He added that any population problem is 
in their hands. Their reaction was muf- 
fled laughter. 


In another classroom. Larry Rock- 


wood, a representative of Zero Popu- 
lation Growth. Inc., said, "The astro- 
nauts raced back to earth because their 


food, oxygen and power were running 
out.

The small seminar group listened qui- 


etly as he continued. 


"Pollution and population are intimate 


bedfellows. As the population doubles, 
pollution increases four to eight times. 
For instance, as American population 
doubled from between 1900 and 1950, fuel 
consumption went up 13 times. 


"Biologically speaking, we've reached 


the carrying capacity of the earth. 


"We add a new Chicago to the world 


every two weeks." 


Everyone has heard the ecologist point 


of view on the future of the planet if 
things aren't changed. Biologists and pol- 


iticians have presented their views to 
millions on late night talk shows and col- 


lege campuses. 


Yesterday the church was heard from. 


THE REV. Steven Schramko, speaking 


on the ethics of population control, said, 
"I don't think birth control devices will 
be officially abrogated by the Church, 
but more and more people are using 
birth control devices because of the envi- 
ronmental crisis and it is becoming more 
and more acceptable." 


Asked what the Church's stand should 


be. he said initially, "I don't think I can 
answer that because it is too complex a 
problem." 


Later, he added, "The Church must 


evaluate the experiences of Christian 
peoples. 


"If you accept that premise, then the 


Church will be behind the times neces- 


sarily. That doesn't have to be neces- 
sarily bad and it may have some very 
positive factors." 


ON THE EQUALLY touchy topic of 


abortion, he said, "There isn't enough 
known about the psychological and other 
effects of abortion without getting into it 
in moral terms." 


Speaking on the same subject, the Re- 


verend Patrick Render played Devil's 
Advocate with his seminar class of fresh- 
men. 


"Genesis said that all of Creation was 


good." he began. 


"Creation is a continuing thing. God 


didn't create and then stop. Man is now 
responsible for the evolvement of that 
creation. 


"We have to either control the death 


rate or the birth rate." 


One student suggested government 


control of the birth rate. Another stres- 
ed education while a boy in the back of 
the room suggested giving tax incentives 
for women who wouldn't have children 


"There is interdependence of men upon 


other men." Father Render explained. 


"OL'R TECHNOLOGY is increasing 


but isn't that same technology that is 
causing the problems0" 


Then he asked the two questions that 


people will be facing for the rest of their 
lives 


"Is it a good value for man to repro- 


duce himself?" 


"Can we learn to procreate less of- 


ten?" 


At 12 20 the seminar ended and the fu- 


ture of the planet earth walked out of the 
room to lunch.

Springfield, 111. — If, state funds are 


made available to non public schools, as 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has urged, they 
are likely to go only to those schools 
which meet the same standards as public 
schools in the state. 


The minimum standards requirement 


was tagged on two state-aid bills in a 
series of amendments proposed to the 
House Education Committee yesterday 
b y 
State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights. 


The amendments and bills were passed 


out of the education committee despite 
an attempt to delay action on them by 
State Rep. Gene L. Hoffman, R.-Elm- 
hurst. 


Hoffman urged the committee to delay 


the committee on the bills until after 
May 1, the date a report is expected 
from the Non-Public School Aid Commis- 
sion headed by State Rep. Eugene F. 
Schhckman, R.-Arlington Heights. Hoff- 
man's motion to defer action until May 1 
was tabled. 


BILLS WHICH had been introduced in 


both the House and Senate allowing $29 
million in state aid during the 1971 fiscal 
year did not require non-public schools to 
meet any standards. 


Although Mrs. Chapman's amendments 


would require many non-public schools to 
improve their programs in order to meet 
s t a t e 
standards, 
a 
"grandfather's 


clause" would allow teachers and princi- 
pals who do not qualify for their jobs 
under state standards to remain in their 
positions under temporary approval by 
the state superintendent. 


Mrs. Chapman's opposition to state aid 


to non-public schools was based on the 
lack of minimum standards for those 
schools. "I will support legislation pro- 
viding for financial aid to non-public 
schools if it requires that the schools be 
certified by the Superintendent of Public 


dent, Is one of about 30 seventh 
grade students who put on a skit for 
the school to commemorate "Earth 
Day."

Academy, in DCS Plaines. 


A bill which would allow the district to 


get top priority funds from the ISBC 
rather than waiting in line was unable to 
get out of the House Education com- 
mittee. A motion by State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, that the 
bill be passed by the committee was de- 
feated 18 to 6. 


The bill, sponsored by State Reps. Eu- 


gene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, 
David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, and 
Mrs. Chapman would amend the state 
school code to allow school districts 
which have orphans or other wards of 
the state enrolled to get priority in ob- 
taining ISBC funds to provide facilities 
for those students. 


WHEN MARYVILLE Academy closed 


its school in 1968, more than 300 students 
became the responsibility of Dist. 26. 
Currently about half of them attend 
classes in a Maryville facility that does 
not meet the standards of the Illinois 
Life Safety Code. 


If it is eventually passed, the bill would 


appropriate $685,000 to the ISBC to Dist. 
26 to build a new school. The failure of 
the bill to get out of committee yesterday 
does not mean it is doomed, althougGh 
the 18 to 6 vote against passage indicates 
its chances are slim. 


Following 
the 
committee 
meeting, 


Schlickman and Dist. 26 superintendent 
Winston Howard agreed to try again next 


week with a revised version of the bill, 
and Howard will tesiify before the com- 
mittee Tuesday morning.

Wednesday to testify in favor of the bill, 
however, the committee's calendar wa-- 


changed, and the bill was presented 
Wednesday morning, before Howard ar- 
rived. 


THE REVISED version will provide 


26, although 
Howard said there would be no addition- 
al tax burden on the district since the 
state already pa>s tuition for the Mar\- 
ville students, and those funds would be 
used to repay the ISBC loan. 


The lack of a referendum provision in 


the bill was one of the main reasons 
cited by'education committee members 
who voted against passing the bill out of 
committee. 


Howard said he was disappointed he 


was unable to testify, but he looked at 
the bright side of the situation and said 
he was happy to learn the reasons for 
opposition to the bill. 


He said there were three points he 


wanted to get across to the committee: 
first, that the students from Maryville 
are wards of the state: second, that the 
present Maryville facility does not meet 
the standards of the Life Safety Code, 
and third, that Dist. 26 does not have the 
bonding power to build a school by itself. 


IF THE BILL DIES in committee. 


Howard and Schlickman said t h e y 
would try again next January when the 
next session of the legislature convenes. 


Dist. 26 probably would have to wait 


for ISBC funds if it must take its normal 
place on the ISBC waiting list.

DcKOSTER. WHO lives with his wife

record catch April 11 during a vacation 
in Florida 


The fish, which was 91 inches long and 


weighed 72 pounds, was a Florida coast 
record and slightly under the Atlantic 
Ocean record for sailfish which is 101 
inches and HI pounds. It was set in 1961 
off the Ivoiy Coast of Africa. 


DeKoster, who claims he's "not much 


of a fisherman," tied into the fish the 
first time he tried his hand at deep sea 
fishing 
In fact, the biggest fish he 


hooked prior to April 11 was a 20-inch 
Northern Pike during a trip to Canada. 


The DeKoster family was waiting on 


the docks at 5:30 a m. that day and got a 
boat with two other couples. 


"WE WERE SITTING out on the 


chairs for about an hour and a half and a 
blue cast came out from behind 
the 


boat," said Del.oster. "The question was 
whether it was going to my bait or the 
other people's on the boat. Low and be- 
hold it took mine." 


DeKoster said he fought the sailfish for 


about 30 minutes before it was finally on 
the boat. 


"You can actually spend a long time 


battling the fish," said DeKoster. "A 
man could easily fight it for 2 "a hours or 
longer. 


"I kept tension on the line all the time. 


You have to reel fast when the fish 
jumps or it'll slip off the hook." 


After the 30-minute battle, the crew 


was able to drag the fish into the boat 


"They told everyone to get back be- 


cause two weeks earlier the bill of a fish 
went through a fisherman and killed 
him," said Mrs. DeKoster. 


"THEY MISSED GETTING it into the 


boat the first time and I though, 'God, 
there it goes.' They had to hit it over the 
head seven times " 


DeKoster said his only feeling after 


bringing in the fish was total exhaustion. 
"I sweated from head to toe and my 
arms were sore for two days." 


The bait used by DeKoster was a foot- 


long Blue Running and he reeled the sail- 
fish in using a 40-pound line. Because of 
the size of the catch, a 100-pound line 
would have made things easier for the 
Mount Prospect native. 


The fish is currently being mounted in 


Florida and the DeKosters hope to get it 
in three months. It will adorn the family 
room wall. 


"We'll have wall-to-wall fish," joked 


Mrs. DeKoster. 


Asked if he'll try his hand at the sport 


again, DeKoster replied, "It was my first 
experience at deep sea fishing, but it 
won't be my last "

Agree On Truck Payment 


At last, both the village and the Buf- 


falo Grove Volunteer Fire Department 
Inc. have agreed on how the new aerial 
ladder fire truck is to be paid for. 


Monday, the village board approved an 


agreement concerning the purchase and 
leasing of the truck. Earlier the fire de- 
partment had approved the same agree- 
ment 


Under the terms of the contract, the 


village will secure a loan from the 
Wheeling Trust and Savings bank to pay 
the approximate $81,000 cost of the truck. 
The fire department will repay the vil- 
lage for the truck by leasing it and mak- 
ing monthly payments until it is paid for. 


THIS IS ESSENTIALLY the contract 


as proposed a few weeks ago. However, 


it contains two additional provisions not 
included in the original contract That 
these clauses were not in thu contract 
resulted in the fire department's saying 
"no" to the deal. 


The new contract provides that wnen 


the village receives funds from the devel- 
opment of the 
multifamily complex 


known as the Greta Lcderer property, it 
will apply those funds toward the loan 
for the truck. The fire department will 
not have to reimburse the village for 
those funds. 


The second provision releases the fire 


department from making any payments 
on the truck this year Fire department 
members had felt their finances did not 
permit them to start making the $1,200- 
a-month payments until next year 


The truck was ordered in November 


1!)68 by the village in anticipation of fu- 
ture building developments in the vil- 
lage. The village had planned to pay for 
the truck with nontax revenue, most of 
which was to come trom the Lederer 
property. 


HOWEVER. THE property was not de- 


veloped, and as a result, the money was 
not forthcoming. Thus, when the truck 
was ready for delivery last February, 
Hie village was unable to pay for it 


Village officials approached the Wheel- 


ing Rural Fire Protection District for 
funds, but district officials said they 
would be unable to pay for the truck. 


Following that, the loan agreement 
was worked out.

Passover: A Down To Earth Holiday 


The centuries-old Jewish 
Passover, 


holiday, which celebrates the story of the 
exodus of Jews from slavery in Egypt, 
holds great significance today, according 
to Rabbi Mordecai Rosen, of Congrega- 
tion Beth Judea in Buffalo Grove. Jewish 
people throughout the world are observ- 
ing Passover this week. 


"Some people look on Passover as a 


holiday of freedom, but I don't view it 
this way," he said. 


"I SEE PASSOVER as a down-to-earth 


holiday, a holiday whereby in reminding 


ourselves of an historical event, we rec- 
ognize that we must leave slavery and 
struggle always to gain freedom, which 
we never attain." 


The Passover meal, or Seder, on the 


first two nights of the holiday is a time 
when the family or congregation can 
gather together "as one big festive fami- 
ly," Rosen explained. 


The father or grandfather of the family 


recites portions of the Torah, or of the 
first five books of the Old Testament, 
and the Haggada, a collection of Jewish 


stories and legends, that pertain to the 
exodus from Egypt. 


Before the Passover meal the congre- 


gation eats matzos. or unleavened bread, 
and bitter herbs, usually horse radish, to 
symbolize the bitterness of the Jews suf- 
fering in Egypt, Rosen explained. 


FOUR GLASSES of wine are also con- 


sumed during the Seder, "Each glass 
symbolizes of the four expressions made 
by God, when he promised to liberate the 
Jewish tribes from bondage," he contin- 
ued. 


A fifth cup, the Cup of Elijah, is placed 


on the table; it symbolizes the return of 
the Jews to the promised land, Israel. 


"In some congregations, this fifth glass 


is not consumed, but in most it is, since 
the nation of Israel has been estab- 
lished," the rabbi explained. 


Rosen said that most Orthodox and 


Conservative 
congregations 
observed 


Passover for eight days. Reformed con- 
gregations celebrate the holiday for sev- 
en days, he added.

Sewage Plant Is 
Decommissioned 


Officials of Buffalo Grove and the Buf- 


falo Utility did "their thing" for Earth 
Day yesterday by taking an overloaded 
sewage treatment plant out of service. 


The treatment plant, owned by the util- 


ity, has been used for the last 12 years. 
It is located on a 7L2-acre site just north 
of Buffalo Creek, and west of Buffalo 
Grove Road. 


Don Thompson, Buffalo Grove's village 


president, and Ken Rodeck, the utility's 
engineer, announced the plant went out 
of service at 11 a.m. yesterday. 


The sewage that had been treated1 by 


the plant until yesterday will now be 
channeled through a totally sealed vil- 
lage sanitary sewer system to a Metro- 
politan Sanitary District sewer. The sew- 
age will not be treated at an MSD plant. 


CONSTRUCTION OF the interchanges 


between the sewer lines of the utility and 
those owned by the village began about 
three weeks ago following the signing of 
an option agreement by officials of the 
utility and the village for the village to 
buy the utility. 


The village will not be able to exercise 


that option however, until it sells its $4 
million water works and sewerage bond 
issue. In the meantime, the option agree- 
ment set up the mechanics for the con- 
struction of interchanges. 


The original part of the plant is 12- 


years-old. It was built to service the orig- 
inal 350 homes built by Al Frank in 1958 
when the village was incorporated. To- 
day the plant serves about 1,800 custom- 
ers. 


The plant has long been the target of 


pollution charges and lawsuits. 


KEN RODECK, engineer for the utility 


company, said the plant was "fantasti- 
cally expensive to operate. He said that 
its ability to treat sewage varied. "For 
instance, at one time detergents were 
overloading it. We used to have a moun- 
tain of detergent sitting on top of the 
sewage tanks. That was in 1962 and 
1963." 


In June 1968, the matter of the utility 


plant came up at a village board meet- 
ing. Village Pres. Don Thompson de- 
scribed the plant then "as one you don't 


have to see to know is there." 


The village's stand at that point was 


motivated by an MSD report that said 
the plant was apparently not large 
enough to handle the sewage that was 
being dumped into it. 


In July 1968 the MSD told the utility to 


cut down on the pollutants it was dis- 
changing into Buffalo Creek. 


LATER THAT SUMMER the village 


and the utility agreed on a purchase 
price for the utility. Part of the plan in- 
volving the purchase was to- take the 
sewage treatment plant out of service. 


Then, in 1969, with the utility not yet 


bought by the village and with the sew- 
age plant still operating, the MSD filed a 
suit charging the utility with discharging 
"setteable solids and other noxious sub- 
stances in the creek." The MSD also 
sought a temporary injunction to prevent 
the company from discharging any more 
pollutants into the creek. 


But the suit was held in abeyance, ac- 


cording to Thompson, because the utility 
and the village were working out the de- 
tails of the option contract that would 
eliminate the treatment plant 


Ironically construction of those inter- 


changes was held up for a time by the 
MSD. At one point th™ MSD refused to 
issue the permits unless the village sold 
its $4 million bond and raised the funds 
to buy the utility. 


HOWEVER, ACCORDING to Thomp- 


son, the MSD changed its mind and 
allowed1 the work on the interchanges to 
proceed. 


Rodeck said that work on dismantling 


the plant would begin immediately. He 
expected t h e dismantling 
operation 


would require three months. Thompson 
said the terms of the option agreement 
allow one year for the dismantling of the 
plant. 


And concerning Buffalo Creek's pollu- 


tion. Thompson said, "There will still be 
pollution there. I think the pollution will 
drop a great deal, but there will still be 
some. Any pollution is a cause for con- 
cern, because if it is unchecked, it will 
get worse. Hopefully the MSD will check 
the creek for pollution. I hope they won't 
drop the ball on this."

No police cars patrolled unincorpo- 


rated Cook County yesterday. 


Most of the force of the Cook County 


Sheriff Police spent the day on the south- 
west side of Chicago evicting people who 
have failed to meet payments in a con- 
tract buying agreement for their homes. 


According to Sgt. John J. Flood at the 


Niles station, which serves most of the 
north suburban area, "approximately 30 
men left for duty in Chicago, leaving two 
men in the station."

pretty hard to find. Flood said he was 
referring calls for help to the state po- 
lice.

weeks ago, the first time DeKoster 
wont deep-sea fishing, he came back 
with the record for the largest ^aif- 
fish caught off the coast of Florida. 


R. G. DeKoster of Mount Prospect has 


a whopper of a fish tale to tell. 


He says he caught a sailfish off the 


coast of Miami Beach. Fla. and that the 
fish was so big he couldn't show you its 
full length by spreading his hands apart. 
It was bigger than that. 


Then he adds that the fish was the 


largest sailfish caught off the Florida 
coast and just short of the Atlantic 
Ocean record by a mere 10 inches. 


Now there are two ingredients that 


make his tale unlike other fish stories. 
One is that the fish didn't get away and 
two is that the story is true. 


DeKOSTER, WHO lives with his wife 


Marilyn and three children at 917 S. See- 
Gwun, 
Mount 
Prospect, 
snared 
the 


record catch April 11 during a vacation 
in Florida. 


The fish, which was 91 inches long and 


weighed 72 pounds, was a Florida coast 
record and slightly under the Atlantic 
Ocean record for sailfish which is 101 
inches and 141 pounds. It was set in 1961 
off the Ivory Coast of Africa. 


DeKoster, who claims he's "not much 


of a fisherman," tied into the fish the 
first time he tried his hand at deep sea 
fishing. In fact, the biggest fish he 
hooked prior to April 11 was a 20-inch 
Northern Pike during a trip to Canada. 


The DeKoster family was waiting on 


the docks at 5:30 a.m. that day and got a 
boat with two other couples. 


"WE WERE SITTING out on the 


chairs for about an hour and a half and a 
blue cast came out from behind 
the 


boat," said DeKoster. "The question was 
whether it was going to my bait or the 
other people's on the boat. Low and be- 
hold it took mine." 


DeKoster said he fought the sailfish for 


about 30 minutes before it was finally on 


the boat. 


"You can actually spend a long time 


battling the fish." said DeKoster. "A 
man could easily fight it for 24 hours or 
longer. 


"I kept tension on the line all the time. 


You have to reel fast when the fish 
jumps or it'll slip off the hook." 


After the 30-minute battle, the crew- 


was able to drag the fish into the boat. 


"They told everyone to get back be- 


cause two weeks earlier the bill of a fish 
went through a fisherman and killed 
him." said Mrs. DeKoster. 


"THEY MISSED GETTING it into the 


boat the first time and I though. 'God. 
there it goes.' They had to hit it over the 
head seven dmes." 


DeKoster said his only feeling after 


bringing in the fish was total exhaustion. 
"I sweated from head to toe and my 
arms were sore for two days." 


The bait used by DeKoster was a foot- 


long Blue Running and he reeled the sail- 
fish in using a 40-pound line. Because of 
the size of the catch, a 100-pound line 
would have made things easier for the 
Mount Prospect native. 


The fish is currently being mounted in 


Florida and the DsKosters hope to get it 
in three months. It will adorn the family 
room wall. 


"We'll have wall-to-wall fish," joked 


Mrs. DeKoster. 


Asked if he'll try his hand at the sport 


again, DeKoster replied. "It was my first 
experience at deep sea fishing, but it 
won't be my last."

The Mount Prospect Fire Prevention 


Bureau is reminding residents to remem- 
ber the ABC's of home fire-safety rules 
as 
they begin 
annual spring housc- 


cleaning campaigns. 


The ABC's are attics, basements and 


closets — areas in the home where fires 
arc most likely to start from carelessly 
and improperly stored combustible mate- 
rials and flammable liquids. 


The Bureau will send checklists, out- 


lining the most common fire hazards, to 
residents this week in an effort to bring 
the fire safety message right to the door. 


THE CIIEC'KI.IST ASKS residents 25 


questions about fire hazards and condi- 
tions which exist in the home. According 
to the list, the most troublesome areas in 
the home are attics, basements and 
closets. Accumulations of rubbish and 
materials add fuel to fires, many ol' 
which are started by inadequate elec- 
trical and heating facilities. 


Flammable liquids, including painting 


materials and gasoline, which are im- 
properly contained and stored, and oily 
rags are some of the most common fire 
in almost every home. 


Since most residents use gasoline po- 


wered lawn mowers, the bureau recom- 
mends residents take the necessary pre- 
cautions to avoid unnecessary gasoline 
fires caused by carelessness this sum- 
mer. 


Gasoline should bo stored in a metal 


container with a vented cap to prevent 
vapor from escaping and compression 
from building up inside the container. 
Gasoline or p,-.int remover stored in u 
tightly-sealed glass jar is a fire hazard. 


RESIDENTS ARE ALSO reminded to 


check extension cords, electrical appli- 
ances, fuse boxes and television antennas 
periodically.

It is 
a matter of concern to every community 
located in the vicinity of the airport, es- 
pecially to those communities who will 
be affected by the construction of addi- 
tional runways and airport expansion," 
Galloway said. 


Galloway said if expansion can be de- 


layed until the airlines adopt the neces- 
sary technological 
measures to limit 


noise, and air pollution, then there will be 
no increase in the amount of noise and 
air pollution now. 


"NOISE AND AIR pollution will never 


be eliminated, but it can be reduced to a 
level which can be attained through to- 
day's technology. This would allow the 
airlines to become friendly neighbors 
with all of the communities in the area," 
he said. 


Galloway said he met with Barnett and

lawsuit. "Park Ridge isn't soliciting help 
from communities in order to file the 
suit, but we are interested in having ?s 
many communities as possible partici- 
pate jointly in this effort to delay airport 
expansion," he said.

"GALLOWAY INDICATED to me each 


community would be asked to contribute 
about 25 to 59 cents per capita.

He says he caaght a sailfish off the 


coast of Miami Beach, Fla and that the 
fish was so big he couldn't show you its 
full length by spreading his hands apart 
It was bigger than that 


Then he adds that the fish was the 


largest sailfish caught off the Florida 
coast and just short of the Atlantic 
Ocean record by a mere 10 inches 


Now there are two ingredients that 


make bis tale unlike other fish stones 
One is that the fish didn't get away and 
two is that the story is true 


DeKOSTER, WHO lives with his wife 


Marilyn and three children at 917 S See- 
Gwun, 
Mount Prospect, snared 
the 


record catch April 11 during a vacation 
in Florida 


The fish, which was 91 inches long and 


weighed 72 pounds, was a Florida coast 
record and slightly under the Atlantic 
Ocean record for sailfish which is 101 
inches and 141 pounds It was set in 1961 
off the Ivory Coast of Africa 


DeKoster, who claims he's "not much 


of a fisherman," tied into the fish the 
first time he tried his hand at deep sea 
fishing 
In fact 
the biggest fish he 


hooked prior to April 11 was a 20-inch 
Northern Pike during a trip to Canada 


The DeKoster family was waiting on 


the docks at 5 30 a m that day and got a 
boat with two other couples 


"WE WERE SITTING out on the 


chairs for about an hour and a half and a 
blue cast came out from behind 
the 


boat," said Dehoster "The question was 
whether it was going to my bait or the 
other people's on the boat Low and be- 
hold it took mine " 


DeKoster said he fought the sailfish for 


about 30 minutes before it was finally on 


the boat 


\ou can actually spend a long time 


battling the fish 
said DeKoster 
"A 


man could easily fight it for 212 hours or 
longer 


'I kept tension on the line all the time 


You have to reel fast when the fish 
jumps or it 11 slip off the hook ' 


4fer the 30 minute battle the crew 


was able to drag the fish into the boat 


'The} told everyone to get back be- 


cause two weeks earlier the bill of a fish 
went through a fisherman and killed 
him ' said Mrs DeKoster 


"THEY MISSED GETT1\G it into the 


boat the first time and I though, 'God 
there it goes ' They had to hit it over the 
head seven times 


DeKoster said his only feeling after 


bringing in the fish was total exhaustion 
"I sweated from head to toe and my 
arms were sore for two da\s 


The bait used by DeKoster was a foot 


long Blue Running and he reeled the sail 
fish in using a 40-pound line Because of 
the size of the catch a 100-pound line 
would have made things easier for the 
Mount Prospect nativ e 


The fish is currently being mounted in 


Florida and the DeKouters hope to get it 
in three months It will adorn the family

A bill uhich would allow the district to 


get top priority funds from the ISBC 
rather than waiting in line was unable to 
get out of the House Education com- 
mittee. A motion by State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman. D-Arlington Heights, that the 
bill be passed by the committee was de- 
feated 18 to 6 


The bill sponsored by State Reps Eu- 


gene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, 
Daud Regner, R-Mount Prospect, and 
Mrs Chapman would amend the state 
school code to allow school districts 
which have orphans or other wards of 
the state enrolled to get priority in ob- 
taining ISBC funds to provide facilities 
for those students 


WHEN MARYVILLE Academy closed 


its school in 1968, more than 300 students 
became the responsibility of Dist. 26. 


Currently about half of them attend 
classes in a Maryville facility that does 
not meet the standards of the Illinois 
Life Safety Code. 


If it is eventually passed, the bill would 


appropriate $685,000 to the ISBC to Dist. 
26 to build a new school. The failure of 
the bill to get out of committee yesterday 
does not mean it is doomed, althougeh 
the 18 to 6 vote against passage indicates 
its chances are slim. 


Following the committee meeting, 


Schlickman and Dist. 26 superintendent 
Winston Howard agreed to try again next 
week with a revised version of the bill, 
and Howard will testify before the com- 
mittee Tuesday morning. 


Howard had 
driven to Springfield 


Wednesday to testify in favor of the bill, 
however, the committee's calendar was 
changed, and the bill was presented 
Wednesday morning, before Howard ar- 
rived. 


THE REVISED version will provide 


for a referendum in Dist 26, although 
Howard said there would be no addition- 
al tax burden on the district since the 
state already pays tuition for the Mary- 


ville students, and those funds would be 
used to repay the ISBC loan. 


The lack of a referendum provision in 


the bill was one of the main reasons 
cited by education committee members 
who voted against passing the bill out of 
committee. 


Howard said he was disappointed he 


was unable to testify, but he looked at 
the bright side of the situation and said 
he was happy to learn the reasons for 
opposition to the bill. 


He said there were three points he 


wanted to get across to the committee: 
first, that the students from Maryville 
are wards of the state; second, that the 
present Maryville facility does not meet 
the standards of the Life Safety Code, 
and third, that Dist. 26 does not have the 
bonding power to build a school by itself. 


IF THE BILL DIES in committee, 


Howard and Schlickman said t h e y 
would try again next January when the 
next session of the legislature convenes. 


Dist. 26 probably would have to wait 


for ISBC funds if it must take its normal 
place on the ISBC waiting list.

"We originally planned to clean up the 


lake three weeks ago, but it snowed," 
explained Thyreen. "It was a little hard- 
er now because the fish had begun to 
decompose." 


The students arrived at the lake about 


noon dressed in old jeans and sweat- 
shirts The township highway department 
had already been there earlier to dig 
trenches for the fish burial. 


WORKING FROM THE west to east 


side of the lake the students cleared 
three sides of the lake by 2 p.m. The 
south end of the lake was lined with 
equipment for digging trenches and put- 
ting in pilings for the new Old Town San- 
itary District sewer system. 


"You get used to the smell after you 


got it all over you," joked one girl. "The 
first whiff is bad, though." 


"I am going to take a five hour show- 


er when I get home," added another stu- 


dent 


Two other students, Mitch Szymanski 


and Robert Boland, equipped themselves 
with scuba gear and paddled out to the 
middle of the lake in a rubber raft. They 
said they planned to dive down and bring 
up "junk" from the bottom. 


Why were the students willing to volun- 


teer their time for the project? As one 
boy said, "A lot of us used to swim here 
when we were little The water is not bad 
when it is clean."

K. G. DeKoster of Mount Prospect has 


a whopper of a fish tale to tell. 


He says he caught a sailfish off the 


coast of Miami Beach. Fla. and that the 
fish was so big he couldn't show you its 
full length by spreading his hands apart. 
It was bigger than that. 


Then he adds that the fish was the 


largest sailfish caught off the Florida 
coast and just: short of the Atlantic 
Ocean record by a mere 10 inches. 


Now there are two ingredients that 


make his tale unlike other fish stories. 
One is that the fish didn't get away and 
two is that the story is true. 


DeKOSTER, WHO lives with his wife 


Marilyn and three children at 917 S. See- 
Gwun, Mount Prospect, snared 
the 


record catch April 11 during a vacation 
in Florida., 


The fish, which was 91 inches long and 


weighed 72 pounds, was a Florida coast 
record and slightly under the Atlantic 
Ocean record for sailfish which is 101 
inches and 141 pounds. It was set in 1961 
off the Ivory Coast of Africa. 


DeKoster, who claims he's "not much 


of a fisherman," tied into the fish the 
first time he tried his hand at deep sea 
fishing. In fact, the biggest fish he 
hooked prior to April 11 was a 20-inch 
Northern Pike during a trip to Canada. 


The DeKoster family was waiting on 


the docks at 5:30 a.m. that day and got a 
boat with two other couples. 


"WE WERE SITTING out on the 


chairs for about an hour and a half and a 
blue cast came out from behind the 
boat," said DeKoster. "The question was 
whether it was going to my bait or the 
other people's on the boat. Low and be- 
hold it took mine." 


DeKoster said he fought the sailfish for 


about 30 minutes before it was finally on 


the boat. 


"You 
can actually spend a long time 


battling the fish." said DeKoster. "A 
man could easily fight it for 2'u hours or 
longer. 


"I kept tension on the line all the time. 


You have to reel fast when the fish 
jumps or it'll slip off the hook." 


After the :)0-minute battle, the crew 


was able to drag the fish into the boat. 


"They told everyone to get back be- 


cause two weeks earlier the bill of a fish 
went through a fisherman and killed 
him." said Mrs. DeKoster. 


"THEY MISSED GETTING it into the 


boat the first time and I though, 'God, 
there it goes.' They had to hit it over the 
head seven times." 


DeKoster said his only feeling after 


bringing in the fish was total exhaustion. 
"I sweated from head to toe and my 
arms were sore for two days." 


The bait used by DeKoster was a foot- 


long Blue Running and he reeled the sail- 
fish in using a 40-pound line. Because of 
the size of the catch, a 100-pound line 
would have made things easier for the 
Mount Prospect native. 


The fish is currently being mounted in 


Florida and the DeKosters hope to get it 
in three months. It will adorn the family 
room wall. 


"We'll have wall-to-wall fish," joked 


Mrs. DeKoster. 


Asked if he'll try his hand at the sport 


again. DeKoster replied, "!t was my first 
experience at deep sea fishing, but it 
won't be my last."

Bureau is reminding residents to remem- 
ber the ABC's of home fire-safety rules 
as they begin annual spring house- 
cleaning campaigns. 


The ABC's arc attics, basements and 


closets — areas in the home where fires 
are most likely to start from carelessly 
and improperly stored combustible mate- 
rials and flammable liquids. 


The Bureau will send checklists, out- 


lining the most common fire hazards, to 
residents this week in an effort to bring 
the fire safety message right to the door. 


THE CHECKLIST ASKS residents 25 


questions about lire hazards and condi- 
tions which exist in the home. According 
to the list, the most troublesome areas in 
the home are attics, basements and 
closets. Accumulations of rubbish and 
materials add 
fuel to fires, many of 


which are started by inadequate elec- 
trical and heating facilities. 


Flammable liquids, including painting 


materials and gasoline, which are im- 
properly contained and stored, and oily 
rags are some of the most common fire 
in almost every home. 


Since most residents use gasoline po- 


wered lawn mowers, the bureau recom- 
mends residents take the necessary pre- 
cautions to avoid unnecessary gasoline 
fires caused by carelessness this sum- 
mer 


Gasoline should be stored in a metal 


container wish a ventud cap to pi-event 
vapor from escaping and compression 
from building up inside, the container. 
Gasoline or print remover stored in a 
tightly-sealed glass jar is a fire hazard. 


RESIDENTS ARE .ALSO reminded to 


check extension cords, electrical appli- 
ances, fuse boxes and television antennas 
periodically.

home is one step toward avoiding home 
fires, but (he bureau also reminds resi- 
dents they must observe home-fire safety 
rules as well. 


Fire deaths occur when simple rules of

Viator Students Probe Pollution Causes

The sky cried raindrop tears yesterday 


morning. 


While claps of thunder and flashes of 


lichtning ironically marked the nation's 
first Earth Day. the students of St. Via- 
tor High School in Arlington Heights lis- 
tened, discussed and debated the prob- 
lems of pollution and population. 


Instructor Kenneth Peck told a rather 


inattentive audience of young men that 
the populalhn is doubling every 35 years. 
He added that any population problem is 
in their hands. Their reaction was muf- 
fled laughter. 


In another classroom, Larry Rock- 


wood, a representative of Zero Popu- 
lation Growth, Inc., said, "The astro- 
naut* raced back to earth because their 


food, oxygen and power were running 
out, 


"WHAT MAKES you think yours 


aren't?" 


The small seminar group listened qui- 


etly as he continued. 


"Pollution and population are intimate 


bedfellows. As the population doubles, 
pollution increases four to eight times. 
For instance, as American population 
doubled from between 1900 and 1950, fuel 
consumption went up 13 times. 


"Biologically speaking, we've reached 


the carrying capacity of the earth. 


"We add a new Chicago to the world 


every two weeks." 


Everyone has heard the ecologist point 


of view on the future of the planet if 


things aren't changed. Biologists and pol- 
iticians have presented their views to 


millions on late night talk shows and col- 
lege campuses. 


Yesterday the church was heard from. 
THE REV. Steven Schramko, speaking 


on the ethics of population control, said, 
"I don't think birth control devices will 
be officially abrogated by the Church, 
but more and more people are using 
birth control devices because of the envi- 
ronmental crisis and it is becoming more 
and more acceptable." 


Asked what the Church's stand should 


be, he said initially, "I don't think I can 
answer that' because it is too complex a 
problem." 


Later, he added, "The Church must 


evaluate the experiences of Christian 
peoples. 


"If you accept that premise, then the 


Church will be behind the times neces- 


sarily. That doesn't have to be neces- 
sarily bad and it may have some very 
positive factors." 


ON THE EQUALLY touchy topic of 


abortion, he said, "There isn't enough 
known about the psychological and other 
effects of abortion without getting into it 
in moral terms." 


Speaking on the same subject, the Re- 


verend Patrick Render played Devil's 
Advocate with his seminar class of fresh- 
men. 


"Genesis said that all of Creation was 


good," he began. 


"Creation is a continuing thing. God 


didn't create and then stop. Man is now 
responsible for the evolvement of that 
creation. 


"We have to either control the death 


rate or the birth rate." 


One student suggested government 


control of the birth rate. Another stres- 
ed education while a boy in the back of 
the room suggested giving tax incentives 
for women who wouldn't have children. 


"There is interdependence of men upon 


other men," Father Render explained. 


"OUR TECHNOLOGY is increasing 


but isn't that same technology that is 
causing the problems?" 


Then he asked the two questions that 


people will be facing for the rest of their 
lives. 


"Is it a good value for man to repro- 


duce himself?" 


"Can we learn to procreate less of- 


ten?"

"BY FAR THE most important thing 


that the individual can do is to limit his 
biological parentage. Whether or not you 
believe you can afford a large family, 


the earth cannot support an increased 
load of human beings — especially the 
more aftluent, since their impact on the 
environment is by far greater than the 
impact of the poor." 


Fred Hahn, a student teacher, talked 


about the list in his freshman biology 
class. 


Carbon monoxide, which comes mainly 


from cars, he said, reduces the ability of 
blood to use oxygen. Acids formed from 
sulphuric gases and water breaks dosvn 
body tissues. 


The pollution list advises students to 


walk or ride bicycles and use a car only 
as a last resort. 


To conserve water, the students are 


advised to put bricks in the tank of their 
toilet. This way, Hahn said, only 3Vs gal- 
lons instead oC the usual five svill be used 
svhcn the toilet is flushed. 


THE POPULATION of the earth, he 


said, is reaching such a point that it 
"ss-on't be able to compensate for that 
many people." 


He told of diseases in rabbits and lem- 


mings that kill them off in large num- 
bers when they become too numerous. 


You have to make "people see the ne- 


cessity" of limiting the population, he 
said. 


When people burn plastic bags, he 


said, a gas, \shich svas outlasvcd by inter- 
national lasv because of its deadly ef- 
fects, is given off. Don't burn rubbish, he 
said. 


The dyes in colored toilet paper, are 


not biologically dcgradablc he said, and 
poison actjualic life. Use while, not pas- 
tel pink, he advised. 


An observer svas leaving (lie school 


and told a teacher he thought that the 
earth svas already doomed because of 
pollution.

calls for expenditures of almost $160,000 


The tax levy approved by electors will 


raise an amount equal to the township's 
budget. The levy will result in an esti- 
mated towrship tax rate of about 3.7 
cents per $100 assessed valuation.

Earth Day, The Student Said, Was 'Great'

Earth-Day came early to Forest View 


High School in Arlington Heights. It 
started Tuesday with demonstrations by 
a Northwestern University biology stu- 
dent showing what pollution does to you. 


Gail McFeggan. a senior, sat at her 


desk yesterday coloring environmental 
warnings that are to be distributed 
throughout the community. 


"Greek letter, theta. warning of death, 


symbolizes the threat to earth and its at- 
mosphere. Green stripes arc for un- 
spoiled land: white for pure air." the 
poster read 


Earth Day, she said, was "great."

tion)." she said, adding, "I wish they

problems and dangers of pollution. The 
response has been so good, he said, that 
he will devote the next 2 or 3 days to the 
topic. 


The students in sociology classes were 


busy cleaning up a drainage ditch behind 
the school trying to make it a "people's 
park," someplace to go and relax near 
school. 


Petitions were being circulated asking 


pollution control be made a "specific 
concern" instead of being part of politi- 
cal patronage. 


Students were trying to get the lights 


turned off where they weren't needed in 
an attempt to conserve power. The em- 
phasis, a teacher said', was "toward ac- 
tion now." 


A list of things to do to prevent pollu- 


tion was distributed. 


"BY FAR THE most important thing 


that the individual can do is to limit his 
biological parentage. Whether or not you 
believe you can afford a large family, 
the earth cannot support an increased 
load of human beings — especially the 
more affluent, since their impact on the 
environment is by far greater than the 
impact of the poor." 


Fred Hahn, a student teacher, talked 


about the list in his freshman biology 
class. 


Carbon monoxide, which comes mainly 


from cars, he said, reduces the ability of 
blood to use oxygen. Acids formed from 
sulphuric gases and water breaks down 
body tissues. 


The pollution list advises students to 


walk or ride bicycles and use a car only 
as a last resort. 


To conserve water, the students are 


advised to put bricks in the tank of their 


toilet. This way, Hahn said, only 3H gal- 
lons instead of the usual five will be used 
when the toilet is flushed. 


THE POPULATION of the earth, he 


said, is reaching such a point that it 
"won't be able to compensate for that 
many people." 


He told of diseases in rabbits and lem- 


mings that kill them off in large num- 


bers when they become too numerous. 


You have to make "people see the ne- 


cessity'' of limiting the population, he 
said. 


When people burn plastic bags, he 


said, a gas, which was outlawed by inter- 
national law because of its deadly ef- 
fects, is given off. Don't burn rubbish, he 
said. 


The dyes in colored toilet paper, are 


not biologically degradable he said, and 
poison acquatic life. Use white, not pas- 
tel pink, he advised. 


An observer was leaving the school 


and told a teacher he thought that the 
earth was already doomed because of 
pollution. 


"Do you believe in the 15 or 30 year 


theory," the teacher replied.

No Cure-Ails, Just Some Understanding 


The problems of pollution weren't 


solved yesterday during a debate at Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary High School in Roll- 
ing Meadows, but perhaps they were bet- 
ter understood when it was finished. 


Peter S. Van N'ort. the northwest area 


manager in the northern division for 
Commonwealth Edison Company and his 
slide show, debated Sheila Schiferl. a 23- 
year-old University of Chicago graduate 
student studying ecology. Sheila said she 
was a women's liberationist and wanted 
to be referred to in a news story the 
same way a man would be referred to: 
that is. using just her last name. 


Before the debate began, Schiferl. 


member of Campaign Against Pollution 
said she was a former physics major, 
"so I can talk about boilers." 


About 275 high school girls attended 


the debate in the school's cafeteria as 
part of Earth-Day, a nationwide effort to 
dramatize the problems of pollution. 


VAN NORT TOLD the group that 


ComEd dumps about 10,000 tons of fly 
ash per year into the air from its six 
generating stations which burn four mil- 
lion tons of coal each, 


This, he said, was only 1 or 2 per cent 


of the total fly ash that gets into the air 
in Chicago and vicinity. He blamed the 
rest of the fly ash in the air on other 
industrial users of coal. 


Van Nort said the ComEd generating 


stations were originally designed to use 
Illinois coal which has a sulphur content 
of between three and 3^ per cent. Such 
coal when burned gives off gases such as 
the sulphur oxides which are harmful to 
humans. 


Since 1965, he said, ComEd has re- 


duced the level of the sulphur oxides it 
emits by one half. 


VAN NORT SAID THE company does 


produce sulphur dioxide which Schiferl 
said can combine with water to form sul- 
phuric acid in the body. Van Nort said, 
however, that because ComEd has high 
smoke stacks and the ability to push the 
gas high into the air, the sulphur dioxide 
is diluted "before it comes down to the 
ground." 


He blamed the sulphur dioxide on the 


ground on "other coal industries which 
don't have the ability to get the sulphur 
dioxide in the air." 


ComEd, he said, now accounts for 


"less than 5 per cent of all forms of pol- 
lution on the ground." 


Van Nort said the utility depended on 


Chicago and Northern Illinois for its well 
being and wanted to see the area prosper 
and grow. 


He listed six things the company was 


doing to reduce pollution which include, 
using fuel oil and natural gas for fuel, 
using low sulphur coal, more cleaning 
equipment, borrowing electricity from 
other utilities, and using less coal. 


AT ONE GENERATING station, he 


said, the use of oil has meant a reduction 
of coal burning by 1.3 million tons a year 
and the use of gas has reduced coal 
burning by 3 million tons a year. 


He said the construction of nuclear 


generating stations would help eliminate 
air pollution even though some people 
claim that the stations lead to other 
types of pollution. 


Van Nort said the company has started 


buying low sulphur coal in Wyoming and 
Montana in an effort to combat pollution. 


Labeling Van Nort and his slides a 


"truth squad," Schiferl congratulated the 
company on discovering Wyoming and 
Montana. 


She then launched into a rebuttal ac- 


cusing ComEd of not being seriously con- 
cerned with combating pollution. 


Consolidated Edison of New York, she 


said, lowered its sulphur content of coal 
to 1 per cent in less than a year while 
ComEd here is still dickering over legis- 
lation limiting a coal's sulphur content. 


PART OF 
THE 
improvement 
of 


ComEd, Schiferl said, has been brought 
about by public pressure over the last 
year or two. "Public pressure is better 
than geological pressure," she said, "be- 
cause it produces coal a little bit faster." 


She accused the utility of not using 


maximum efficiency devices to take the 
fly ash out of the air. She also accused 
the company of "lying with statistics," in 
saying that it was responsible for only 5 
per cent of the pollution. 


Schiferl said the "big stack" argument 


of ComEd is not valid because the emis- 
sions "still have to come down." 


As for nuclear generating plants, she 


said, they emit radioactive materials 
into the environment. 


Representatives of her Chicago based 


anti-pollution group, she said, will be pre- 
sent at ComEd's stockholder's meeting 
scheduled this month to voice their com- 
plaints. 


"We'll be there," she vowed. "We'll be 


there to tell you."

Springfield. 111. — If, state funds are 


made available to non public schools, as 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has urged, they 
are likely to go only to those schools 
which meet the same standards as public 
schools in the state. 


The minimum standards requirement 


was tagged on two state-aid bills in a 
series of amendments proposed to the 
House Education Committee yesterday 
by 
State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights. 


The amendments and bills were passed 


out of the education committee despite 
an attempt to delay action on them by 
State Rep. Gene L. Hoffman. R.-Elm- 
hurst. 


Hoffman urged the committee to delay 


the committee on the bills until after 
May 1, the date a report is expected 
from the Non-Public School Aid Commis- 
sion headed by State Rep. Eugene F. 
Schlickman, R.-Arlington Heights. Hoff- 
man's motion to defer action until May 1 
was tabled. 


BILLS WHICH had been introduced in 


both the House and Senate allowing $29 
million in state aid during the 1971 fiscal 
year did not require non-public schools to 
meet any standards. 


Although Mrs. Chapman's amendments 


would require many non-public schools to 
improve their programs in order to meet 
s t a t e standards, 
a 
"grandfather's 


clause" would allow teachers and princi- 
pals who do not qualify for their jobs 
under state standards to remain in their 
positions under temporary approval by 
the state superintendent. 


Mrs. Chapman's opposition to state aid 


to non-public schools was based on the 


lack of minimum standards for those 
schools. "I will support legislation pro- 
viding for financial aid to non-public 
schools if it requires that the schools be 
certified by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction under the same standards for 
recognition applied to public schools in 
order for them to receive state aid." she 
told the education committee. 


"THE MATTER of protecting quality 


is one where I believe there can be no 
compromise.'' she added. "I am con- 
vinced that parents of school children as 
well as the public generally agree with 
me that we must strive for the best Con- 
stitutional method and financial ability to 
support high-quality, well-rounded educa- 
tion for all children in Illinois." 


After the expected passage by the 


House Education Committee, the bills 
will be sent to the House where they are 
considered likely to be passed. 


Similar bills for state aid to non-public 


schools survived the house last year but 
died in the Senate. 


A similar fate was considered likely 


during this session although the gover- 
nor's support may help the bills in the 
solidly Republican-controlled Senate.

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Ratings?6 Just Four Or Five'

The weather report predicted "mostly 


sunny and cloudy skies," and led to a 
commercial played on a tape recorder 
which gave off a warbling almost unin- 
telligible sound. It was all part of the 
"now sound" of Kurt Mische, 14, of 45 S. 
Pine St.. Palatine. 


Kurt isn't a disk Jockey, but he would 


like to be. and now spends about six 
hours a week "broadcasting" over one of 
the two walkie-talkies he received for 
Christmas. 


The walkie-talkies give off 100 millo- 


wats of power, he said, and can be pick- 
ed up to about a mile and one-half away. 
They do not require licensing by the 
FCC, he said. 


Kurt may have a more select audience 


than any other broadcasting medium in 
the area. "Four or five of my friends," 
he said, "are steady listeners." 


HE BROADCASTS over Channel 14 of 


the citizens band radio stations he said, 
which is "the sound of music power." He 
also types out a "Pine Street Radio Mu- 
sic Power 20" survey and distributes it 
to anyone who wants one. The survey, he 
explained, is based on other music sur- 
veys. 


You can tell when Kurt is getting 


ready to fill the air with his special 
sound, because he presses a red button 
on his walkie-talkie which results in a 
whine. 


He usually broadcasts from his second 


floor bedroom, but last week he moved 
to the dining room. His studio consists of 
a record player, tape recorder, five al- 
bums and about 25, 45 R.P.M.'s. 


Kurt, an eighth grade student at Pad- 


dock School, said he became interested 
in the air waves last summer when he 
broke his wrist playing baseball. While 
recuperating he received a small crystal 
set. After tinkering with the set, he 
asked for the walkie-talkies so he could 
communicate with people while recuper- 
ating. 


PEOPLE USUALLY talked on the 


walkie-talkies, he said, so he decided to 
start broadcasting because "I thought it 
would be different." 


Kurt presents the news every 25 min- 


utes. The news, he explained, comes 
from the newspaper. 


He uses the tape recorder to make 


commercials for his "station." While he 
hits the right buttons on the tape record- 
er with his left hand to begin the com- 
mercial, he is changing the records on 
the phonograph with his right hand. The 
walkie-talkie is changed from hand to 
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hand depending on where the sound is 
coming. 


ASKED IF HE drowns out anyone who 


tries to use the same frequency, Kurt 
says, "Sorry about that." 


"I'm on the air three to six hours a 


week." he said, "and when you figure all 
the hours in the week, I'm not on that 
much." 


There are lots of channels on the CS 


sets, he said, and "they could always go 
someplace else." 


Kurt said he has never received a com- 


plaint about his broadcasting. 


His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Sterling 


Mische, approve of what he is doing al- 
though Kurt noted, his mother thought 
that "a little loo much money goes for 
records." But, he said, she feels it is bet- 
ter than running around and looking for 
trouble. 


The listeners are sometimes given a 


chance to vote on Kurt's "pick-hits" by 
calling. "The phone never rings," he 
said. 


KURT SENT for catalogues 
from 


broadcasting schools, and in one of them 
he saw a picture of a "weather board" 
which he copied and uses to post the 
weather information he gives. 
"Give 


time and temperature often," the board 
instructs. "Be accurate." 


Kurt said the biggest problems he has 


while broadcasting include the failure of 
the records on the phonograph to drop to 
the turntable, and trying to read the 
news too quickly which leads him to 
stumbling the words. 
, For the summer, Kurt plans to caddy 
at the Inverness golf course, play little 
league baseball and "keep this up, if I 
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
